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Betrayed!

Arrests, marches, and signs 
reading “Betrayed by Bubba!” 
filled the streets of America’s 
cities as outraged lesbians and 
gays responded to President 
Clinton’s new policy on 
homosexuals in the militauy. 

The White House version 
of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’’ 
seemed to replace Clinton’s 
friendly, open hand with a fist 
and a middle finger. Gays felt 
suckered and wanted their 
money back. “Too t)ad you 
can’t sue a president for bro¬ 
ken promises,’’ one protester 
said. 

On July 20 in San Francisco, 
41 of about 300-500 protestors 
were arrested at the Federal 
Building. In Washington DC. 
11 protesters — including 
former Captain Tania Domi, 


military spokesperson for the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force; former ser¬ 
viceman Maurice Franklin 
from the Campaign for 
Military Service; and Tim 
McFeeley from the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund — 
were arrested during a 
demonstration by about 200 
outside the White House. 

And for a second night in 
Los Angeles about 300 people 
took to the streets of Holly¬ 
wood. The previous night ap¬ 
proximately 700 lesbians, 
gays, and their supporters 
marched from a rally in West 
Hollywood to Beverly Hills 
and Century City looking for 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, who 
was in the city for speeches 
on healthcare. 

In addition to the protest 
marches, the cities of West 
Hollywood and Los Angeles

issued resolutions denouncing 
the directive. L.A.’s resolution

Gays with Designer Genes: 
Meet the McGuire .

San Francisco Health De¬ 
partment Director Ray Bax¬ 
ter announced his resignation 
on Tuesday, July 20, one day 
after the Board of Supervisor 
approved a severely curtailed 
Health Department budget of 
$600 million. 

Baxter’s resignation has 
been rumored for months. 

Appointed by former May¬ 
or Art Agnos in 1990 to suc¬ 
ceed Dr. David Werdegar, 
Baxter will leave the post on 
July 26 to become senior vice 
president of Lewin-VHJ, a 
health policy consulting firm 
in the Washington, DC, area. 

His wife, Aida Alvarez, 
was appointed to the newly 
created post of Director of the 
Federal Office of Housing En¬ 
terprise Oversight of the De¬ 
partment of Housing and Ur¬ 
ban Development last May. 

After B 2 ixter’s announce¬ 
ment, Mayor Jordan appoint¬ 
ed Florence Stroud, ^nior 
Deputy Director of Health 
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For Community Public 
Health Services to serve as an 
interim director of the Health 
Department until a perma¬ 
nent replacement is found. 

Baxter is credited with 
paring the cumbersome 
Health Department bureau¬ 
cracy during his tenure, but

Gay brothers Steve and 
Mark McGuire don’t know 
whether their X chromo¬ 
somes match, but they 
learned a lot of other things 
about each other while partic¬ 
ipating in the study that sup¬ 
ports a genetic predisposition 
to homosexuality. 

The McGuires, who live in 
the East Bay, were part of the 
National Cancer Institute 
study announced last week, 
which found gay brothers 
more likely to share identical 
patches of genes. Among 40 
pairs of brothers who identi¬ 
fied themselves as gay, 33 
pairs had matching tips on 
their X chromosomes. That, 
according to researchers, 
points to the existence of a 
“gay gene.’’ 


Separated by four years in 
age — and nearly a decade be¬ 
tween the time when Steve 
came out of the closet and 
when Mark followed — the 
brothers said they were never 
really close. When Steve 
C2ime out at age 16, younger 
brother Mark said he felt 
pressure to be straight. 

“When Steve came out, I 
was 13 and that was the first 
time I knew there was a 
name for what I was,’’ Mark 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“But then the family kept say¬ 
ing things like, ‘Well, I guess 
it’s up to you to carry on the 
family name.’’’ Mark eventual¬ 
ly did come out, but he may 
still carry on the McGuire 
neune since he is “very inter¬ 
ested in having children.’’

Operation Rescue Founder 
Delivers Message of Hate in San Jose

Operation Rescue founder 
Randall Terry delivered his 
message of hate to hundreds 
of sympathizers at San Jose’s 
Civic Auditorium Wednesday, 
July 14, at the midpoint of the 
right-wing “Cities of Refuge” 
siege on family planning 
clinics throughout the country. 

During the week-long 
siege, over 100 anti-abortion 
demonstrators were taken 
into custody at demonstra¬ 
tions across Santa Clara coun¬ 
ty, while 11 pro-choice ac¬ 
tivists from throughout the 
Bay Area were arrested. 

Terry’s appearance at the 
Wednesday night prayer 
meeting served as a promo¬ 
tional tour for his new book 
Why Does a Nice Guy Like Me 
... Keep Getting Thrown in 
JAIL?, subtitled, “How the 
theological escapism and 
cultural retreatism in the 
Church have led to America’s 
demise.” The book, published 
by Huntington House Pub¬ 
lishers and Resistance Press, 
attempts to sound a wake up 
call to America’s fundamen- 
t 2 dist churches. Even the cover 
takes a stab at “unbiblical 
‘Americanized Christianity’ 
that glorifies retreat, 
legitimizes cowardice, and 
praises irrelevance.” 

The audience was warmed 
up for Terry by Chet Gal¬ 
lagher, founder of “Lambs for 
Christ,” and the commander- 
in-charge of the week-long 
San Jose operation. Gallagher 
asked three children to ap¬ 
pear on stage with large color 
photographs of what Gal¬ 
lagher described as aborted 
fetuses, which he identified 
by giving each fetus a name, 
age, type of abortion, and 
name of the doctor perform¬ 
ing it. 

“The picture of the decap¬ 
itated baby that you see here 
is a baby by the name of 
David who is seven months 
in utero. He was murdered 
by a man named Carbin in 
Houston, Texas. This is not 
any different than the hideous 
crime that is happening here 
in this city,” Gallagher told 
the audience. 

“We have to see the facts, 
we have to know the truth. 
We expose a late term child 


killer in this city, actually in 
Los Gatos, here in Santa 
Clara County, and we will do 
all that we can to expose 
those people who make their 
living on the innocent blood 
of broken bodies of babies, 
and the abuse and exploita¬ 
tion of their mothers.” 

This set the stage for the 
showing of The Hard Truth 
video, a grizzly, non-stop se¬ 
ries of bloody images of dis¬ 
membered parts of what are 
purported to be late term 
aborted fetuses, while new 
age music played in the back¬ 
ground. Terry then told the 
audience, “Some might ask 
why a video of this sort 
should even be necessary. 
The answer could be found in 
the ... films about the Holo¬ 
caust against the Jews. ...The 
abortion holocaust is no dif¬ 
ferent. Everyone instinctively 
knows that abortion is evil ... 
[and without] the pictures we 
are going to show you, you 
can’t begin to know how evil 
it actually is.” 

This identification of abor¬ 
tion as a holocaust had led to 
claims by followers of Opera¬ 
tion Rescue that they are be¬ 
ing persecuted for their reli¬ 
gious beliefs against abortion 
when the U.S. enacts laws to 
prevent their physical action 
to shut down medical services 
at family planning clinics. 

Terry prefaces each chap¬ 
ter of his book with a quote 
from Adolph Hitler, Martin 
Bormann, and other famous 
Nazis, along with quotes from 


various books on the Nazi 
persecution of the churches. 
He attempts to build the the¬ 
sis that separation of church 
and state, and the states or¬ 
dering of the churches to de¬ 
sist in political activity, con¬ 
tributed to the rise of the 
Nazi Movement in Germany 
in the 1930s, which he com- 
par es^to the anti-harassment 
the Internal Rev¬ 
enue requirements for tax ex¬ 
empt status for the churches. 

In this catch 22, Operation 
Rescue needs the meeting 
places and organizing sup¬ 
plied by churches, to keep the 
manpower up for clinic as¬ 
saults, plus church fundrais¬ 
ing to keep Keith Tucci, na¬ 
tional director, Jeff White, 
head of California’s chapter, 
Gallagher, and Terry in the 
money to pursue their activi¬ 
ties fulltime. 

Randall’s advertised “wit, 
humor, and refreshing clarity” 
fell short at the prayer meet¬ 
ing, as he denounced the 
Christian churches’ lack of ac¬ 
tion in the pro-life movement. 
The audience was so luke¬ 
warm to his jokes centering 
on the impotence of the 
Christian churches failure to 
enter the political arena, that 
Terry began pointing this out 
each time one of his jokes 
would fall flat. When this 
failed, he began making jokes 
about Barney Frank and Bill 
Clinton, and felt he needed to 
explain to the audience that 
the “sodomites” to whom he 
kept referring were “homo¬ 
sexuals.” T 
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Supervisors 
Restore Some 
Health Cuts

The San Fr^cisco Board 
of Supervisors plans to re¬ 
store an additional $19 mil¬ 
lion in services to the Health 
Department’s budget that 
were ordered cut by Mayor 
Frank Jordan. 

The service restorations, 
according to Health Depart¬ 
ment spokesperson Wendy 
Iwata, will restore for six 
months all outpatient services 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital, all psychiatric emer¬ 
gency services that were elim¬ 
inated, and the Center For 
Special Problems, which pro¬ 
vides services to victims of 
sexual abuse and domestic vi¬ 
olence as well as transgen- 
dered sexual minorities. 


A proposed plan by Mayor 
Jordan, unpopular with vot¬ 
ers, would raise Muni fares to 
cover an estimated $12.8 
million deficit in the Muni 
operating budget. The board 
rejected that proposal in favor 
of plans by Supervisor Hsieh 
to keep fares at $1.00 but 
eliminate transfers, and to im¬ 
plement a $2.25 all-day Muni 
Pass. 

The $2.7 billion balanced 
budget must be submitted to 
Jordan by July 26 for approval 
on August 1. 

Jordan c£Ui veto the budget 
if he does not approve any 
Board proposals for revenue 
increases. T

The restorations for the 
first half of the 1994 fiscal 
year — a total of $10 million — 
also reinstate funding for 
adult day health and senior 
nutrition services at Laguna 
Honda, as well as 300 patient 
beds at the skilled nursing fa¬ 
cility eliminated in previous 
cuts. Outpatient mental health 
and substance abuse services, 
including outpatient counsel¬ 
ing and methadone detox, 
will also be restored, along 
with District Health Center 
Three. 

The Department still faces 
an estimated $34 million in di¬ 
rect service cuts, and an esti¬ 
mated $16 million in cuts to 
administrative and operations 
personnel, for a total of $60 
million in cuts to its proposed 
$647 million budget for the 
next fiscal year. 

Cuts in other critical care 
services, including AIDS pre¬ 
vention and education ser¬ 
vices, the Rape Treament 
Center, District Health Cen¬ 
ters, and other services, were 
restored last month for six 
months by Jordan with funds 
found in the Retirement Sys¬ 
tem. 

According to Dana Van 
Gorder, legislative aide to Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Migden, who 
heads the board’s finance 
committee, the cuts have 
been restored for six months, 
based on a tentative plan for 
raising revenues that would 
provide the funding. 

That plan includes using 
$1.6 million from Proposition 
J children’s funds, $12 million 
from adjustments in the 
amount of property taxes due 
the state, plus and estimated 
$2.3 million in revenue gener¬ 
ated by a half percent in¬ 
crease in the current seven 
percent commercial utilities 
users tax, a proposal of 
Migden’s. 

Other revenue increases 
proposed by supervisors in¬ 
clude an increase in the Hotel 
Tax fund — opposed by May¬ 
or Jordan — from 11 to 13 per¬ 
cent. 
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S.F. Gay Vet Participates 
In Pearl Harbor Ceremony

A 78-year-old San Francis¬ 
co gay man who survived the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Har¬ 
bor while he was a sailor 
aboard the U.S.S Oklahoma 
in 1941 participated in a his¬ 
toric ceremony at the U.S.S. 
Arizona Memorial at Pearl 
Harbor on June 29. 

Charles Molle, who was 
also a grand marshall of the 
fourth annual Honolulu gay 
pride parade, played a violin 
piece that he had composed 
near the site, at a ceremony 
honoring the war dead spon¬ 
sored by the Rainbow Coali¬ 
tion, the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, and other 
Hawaiian gay pride groups. 

The service was attended 
by an estimated 50 people, in¬ 
cluding representatives of the 
National Park Service, the 
war memorial, and other offi¬ 
cials. 

“It was a tribute to ail the 
lesbian and gay soldiers who 
died,” Molie said. 

Molle was also the subject 
of a two-hour interview by 
military historians associated 
with the monument at High- 
am Air Force base, he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Molle said that initial at¬ 
tempts to participate in a 
Pearl Harbor memorial as an 
openly gay survivor of the at¬ 
tack were nixed — and that 
news accounts in the Honolulu 
Advertiser about the con¬ 
troversy led to the memorial 
service. 

“I remember the attack on 
Pearl Harbor as if it were yes¬ 
terday,” Molle told the B.A.R. 
“I was on the deck of the 
U.S.S. Oklahoma. I saw the 
torpedoes coming for us, I ran 
to the starboard si4e of the 
Oklahoma and tried to jump 
to the Missouri, but the Ok¬ 


lahoma was already starting 
to turn over, so I slid down 
the hull into the water with 
thousands of other sailors and 
folks. There were a lot us in 
the water. I helped save one 
Marine. He gave me his belt,” 
Molle said. 

“I will never forget that 
day as long as I live. In many 
ways, it’s like it was just yes¬ 
terday to me,” he said. 

The Navy was full of gay 
soldiers during the era, Molle 
recalled. 

“Oh, we were all over the 
place. We were running 
things,” he said. “It wasn’t a 


big deal. We never had a 
problem.” 

Molle had especially harsh 
words for Joint Chiefs of Staff 
General Colin Powell and 
other military brass who are 
against lifting the b£ui. 

“They are quislings or far 
worse, with their conservative 
and right wing attitudes that 
would deny our rights.” 

Molle said that he believes 
the ban on the military will 
eventually be lifted, and said 
that the military must eventu¬ 
ally recognize the contribu¬ 
tions of gays and lesbians in 
the military. ▼ 


Boy Scout Leaders Caught Lying 

These Anti-gay Deceivers Are Supposed To Be Kids'Role Models?

Santa Cruz Boy Scout offi¬ 
cials may be eligible for their 
Deception Badges after trying 
to dupe the United Way with 
a phony anti-discrimination 
pledge. 

Ken McPherson of Forgot¬ 
ten Scouts said the Boy 
Scouts intentionally misled 
the United Way of Santa 
Cruz with an agreement that 
seemed to say the Scout chap¬ 
ter would end discrimination 
on sexual orientation — while 
in fact Scout leaders had no 
intention of admitting gays. 

John L. Ritchey III, presi¬ 
dent of the Monterey Bay 
Area Council of the Boy 
Scouts, signed an agreement 
with the United Way that 
qualified the Scouts for fund¬ 
ing. Mary Lou Goeke, execu¬ 
tive director of the Santa 
Cruz United Way, said she 
believed the agreement 
meant gays could join as 
Scouts and serve as Scout 
leaders. 

After questioning Scout of¬ 
ficials, McPherson said he has 
determined the agreement 
was a Boy Scout trick to win 


funding. The United Way of 
Santa Cruz cut off funding 
last year because of the 
Scouts’ discrimination against 
gays. 

“It was a sleazy attempt by 
the Boy Scouts to circumvent 
the good intentions of the 
United Way in trying to move 
forward on this issue,” 
McPherson said. “They abso¬ 
lutely knew that the United 
Way believed they were 
agreeing not to discriminate 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion and they absolutely knew 
they had no intention of abid¬ 
ing by that understanding.” 

Ritchey did not return 
phone calls from the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Several days after the 
agreement was signed, Goeke 
said she received a call from 
RitchQA, who said that nation¬ 
al Scout leaders had nixed 
the supposed anti-discrimina¬ 
tion agreement. Goeke and 
Ritchey are set to meet this 
week to discuss the issue. 

McPherson called the 
episode “Bank of America 2,” 
referring to the BofA’s deci¬ 
sion last year to refund the 
Boy Scouts after the Scouts 


had disingenuously promised 
the bank that Scouting was 
open to all boys. However, 
McPherson said the United 
Way of Santa Clara deserves 
praise because it genuinely 
believed the Scout chapter 
had changed its policy. 

McPherson said Scout 
chapters around the country 
are using ambiguous lan¬ 
guage to win back United 
Way funding. McPherson said 
Scout leaders hope the poli¬ 
cies, which only appear to 
end discrimination, will never 
be tested because no gays will 
try to join those chapters. 

McPherson cited Boston as 
one locale where such an 
agreement is in place. He said 
Boy Scout officials are trying 
to arrange a similarly decep¬ 
tive agreement with the Unit¬ 
ed Way of Santa Clara. 

“We want to make people 
understand that if they start 
negotiating with the Boy 
Scouts, Forgotten Scouts is 
going to be there as a watch¬ 
dog asking operative ques¬ 
tions,” McPherson said. “The 
Boy Scouts have shown disre¬ 
gard for negotiating good 
faith.” ▼

Homes for Old Dykes: 

Berkeley Group Forms 'Hestia'

A Berkeley-based women’s 
organization is trying to de¬ 
velop the nation’s first all-les¬ 
bian cohousing community 
with a combination of public 
and private financing for 12 
to 28 homes, including units 
set aside for retirees and low- 
income residents. 

Officially known as the As¬ 
sociates for Community Co- 
housing Community iWuca- 
tion, the group is registered 
as a not-for-profit agency, 
making it eligible to apply for 
federal Housing and Urban 
Development funding and 
federal tax credits distributed 
through the California Hous¬ 
ing Finance Agency. 

The concept of cohousing 
is most populeu- in Scandi¬ 
navia, where close-knit com¬ 
munities are established with 
residents living in small clus¬ 
ters of private dwellings in 
village-like settings and shar¬ 
ing community resources, 
which typically includes so¬ 
cial, recreational, and other 
common facilities. 

Although cohousing does 
exist in the United States, ap¬ 
parently there is none specif¬ 
ically for lesbicuis, according 
to national cohousing organi¬ 
zations based in Berkeley and 
Boulder, Colorado. Both 
groups told local project orga¬ 
nizers their plan for lesbian 
cohousing in Berkeley is the 
first of its kind in the world. 

“Only a government-spon¬ 
sored housing program in 
Holland where women live 
together in clusters of cot¬ 
tages comes close, but they’re 
open to all women euid not 
just lesbians,” says Orinda res¬ 
ident Denah C Griffiths, a 
psychiatric counselor and 
artist, who is chairwoman of 
the group’s “site selection cir¬ 
cle.” 

Griffiths adds that al¬ 
though many lesbians com¬ 
munities exist in the United 
States they’re all communes, 
which is different than co- 
housing. She explains that 
residents of lesbian com¬ 
munes are values-centered 
with everyone sharing com¬ 
mon beliefs, which is why 
they’re living together. “With 
cohousing we’ll all be living 
as independent individuals,” 
she says. 

Griffiths is one of three 
key East Bay organizers of 
the project, with B.J. Miller, a 
real estate agent, and Joan 
Waters, a school teacher. Al¬ 
together about 60 women are 
involved, including women 
from as far away as Texas 
and about 25 core members 
from the Bay area who’ve 
shown the most interest in 
moving to a co-housing com¬ 
munity. 

Known informally among 
members as “Hestia” or the 
Berkeley Women’s Village 
Community, the group has 
hired San Francisco-based 
Fae Tsen & Associates, a de¬ 
veloper and consultant expe¬ 
rienced with financing not-for- 
profit real estate develop¬ 
ment. The group holds regu¬ 
larly monthly, sometimes 
weekly, meetings to discuss 
the project’s progress and 
community planning. 

The key organizers who 
refer to themselves as “the 
three old dykes” plan a $1.5 
million to $2.5 million project. 


depending on the site select¬ 
ed. “We call the group Hestia 
because she’s the goddess of 
health, and a lot of us in the 
group are pagan lesbians,” 
says Miller, a Berkeley resi¬ 
dent who serves as chairwom¬ 
an of the group’s “finance cir¬ 
cle.” 

“We use the term circle be¬ 
cause the word committee 
has a bad connotation,” says 
Griffiths. “We’re ecologically 
sensitive and trying to avoid 
mechanical language. We’re 
trying to form a new way of 
living together. 

“We’re trying to provide a 
model for living together suc¬ 
cessfully as a family in a sup¬ 
portive and loving communi¬ 
ty. I think that’s lacking in 
our lives,” Griffiths continues. 
“We want the young and old 
together the way it used to be 
for extended families. It will 
be like living in a village 
where everyone knows each 
other.” 

“Society doesn’t offer 
much to lesbians. What do we 
do when we grow old? I’m 
approaching retirement age 
and I know that I don’t want 
to live in a straight retirement 
home. So we want to form a 
community where we can live 
safe and be surrounded by 
friends and loved ones when 
we die,” Griffiths says. 

The group plans to build 
new or renovate existing 
buildings on approximately 
two acres, to create small in¬ 
dividual cottages or units 
with partial kitchens, clus¬ 
tered around a large commu¬ 
nity house with sh£u*ed facili¬ 
ties for cooking, laundry, li¬ 
brary, and recreation facili¬ 
ties. 

Plans for financing for the 
project include raising equity 
from residents in the form of 
$15,000 to $20,000 downpay¬ 
ments, to buy dwelling units, 
to obtain debt financing for 
the entire project. Additional 
equity may come from selling 
to investors tax credits award¬ 
ed by the state to the group. 

Organizers may try to es¬ 
tablish a “charitable remain¬ 
der trust,” which allows some¬ 
one to donate raw land or 
buildings to the not-for-profit 
group and receive a tax de¬ 
duction equivalent to 100 per¬ 
cent of the market value of 
the real estate. Miller says. 

Tsen & Associates is 
putting together a package of 
government grants, loans, tax 
credits, and public housing 
funds from the city of Berke¬ 
ley to structure a public 2Uid 
private partnership to finance 
the project, she says. 

Although the group has 
been looking at properties 
suitable for conversion in 
Oakland, San Francisco, and 
Emeryville and raw land to 
develop in Novato, Berkeley 
is the preferred location be¬ 
cause the city already has 
“collaborative communities” 
planning and zoning regula¬ 
tions to allow cohousing. The 
lesbian group also anticipates 
receiving help from city offi¬ 
cials in Berkeley to obtain 
federal HUD financing. 

Miller says a broker with 
TriCor Financial Services in 
Oakland recently lined up a 
$1.5 million loan committ¬ 
ment to finance the acquisi¬ 
tion and rehabilitation of an 
abandoned motel in Berkeley, 
which would have been con¬ 


verted to cohousing units, but 
the property owner raised the 
price and decided not to accept 
the group’s offer in June. 

“The price kept going up 
every time we made an offer, 
and we would have had to 
find extra financing. So we’re 
back to searching for sites,” 
Griffiths says. “The property 
owner now says that he 
wants to do the project him¬ 
self for heterosexual couples,” 
Miller adds. 

The women recently 
broadened their original plans 
for lesbian retirement housing 
to make it easier to qual¬ 
ify for low-income housing 
development grants, loans 
and other government assis¬ 
tance. “All three of us old 
dykes are granny dykes who 
have our own financial 
means, but we want to obtain 
some grants so we cam house 
some poor lesbians too,” 
Miller says. 

The women plan to devel¬ 
op rental and for-sale housing 
exclusively for lesbian fami¬ 
lies, by prohibiting men living 
there and setting up regula¬ 
tions to deal with male chil¬ 
dren. Organizers are working 
to formulate policies to regu¬ 
late visits from adult males 
and rules concerning male 
children living there. 

“We don’t want male resi¬ 
dents because we want to be 
able to sunbathe in the nude,” 
Griffiths says. “There will be 


a restrictions on males. We 
don’t want male owners or 
males making extended vis¬ 
its,” Miller adds. 

Would-be founders of the 
community eJso admit reser¬ 
vations about allowing hetero¬ 
sexual women. They’re likely 
to be officially allowed if only 
to avoid potential legal prob¬ 
lems, but unofficially discour¬ 
aged from living in the com¬ 
munity. 

“If we allow heterosexual 
or even bisexual women 
they’ll eventually want to 
bring a man on the premises,” 
Miller predicts. 

Community planners are, 
however, concerned about 
any appearance of discrimina¬ 
tion, Griffiths concedes. “We 
have a legal circle because 
we’ll be subject to claims of 
discrimination,” she says. 

Cohousing organizers plan 
eventually to adopt specific 
rules and regulations for the 
entire community, but recom¬ 


mendations are only being 
discussed for now — to allow 
the actual cohousing residents 
to decide policies. “Those dis¬ 
cussing the rules might not all 
become residents,” Griffiths 
adds. 

The “values circle” is al¬ 
ready reviewing common con¬ 
cerns about pet policies and 
whether residents will buy 
food in bulk and how to store 
it. “We wouldn’t want the 
place overrun by dogs, or 
maybe there wouldn’t be 
enough dogs or maybe there 
would be too many cats,” she 
comments. 

Griffiths says her goal is to 
see the first lesbian cohousing 
community created before the 
end of 1996. She’s been in¬ 
volved with planning the Hes¬ 
tia project for two years al¬ 
ready, and has a self-imposed 
five year deadline before she 
stops trying. “It might not be 
feasible,” she concedes. ▼

But the behavior of just about everyone concerned in 
this compromise debacle, from Principal Clinton on down to 
Strom “Class Clown” Thurmond, makes it impossible for us 
to not draw the par 2 illels. 

Once again, we have been asked — told — to compromise 
with bullies. To do so, of course, we have to give up the right 
to live like other people, in exchange for which the bullies will 
give up, um, well, the right to conduct their hateful witch¬ 
hunts.

When the leader of the most powerful gay and lesbian orga¬ 
nization in the world choses this time to galavant around Cal¬ 
ifornia, and chose the first six weeks of Clinton’s administra¬ 
tion to galavant around Spain, we cannot help but feel under¬ 
whelmed by that quality of “leadership.” Don’t think we’re un¬ 
friendly out here in San Francisco, but we don’t need you to 
be an angry lesbian here, half as much as we need your rage 
in Washington. 

Frankly, though, we don’t think any of the organizations 
were up to speed on this, and we have to wonder, when ac¬ 
tivists are accused of eating our leaders, if perhaps they haven’t 
been masticating enough of them.

Lumpkin's Biased Biblican Inter¬ 
pretations 

The following letter was sent to Reverend 
Eugene Lumpkin, Pastor, Ebenezer Baptist 
Church, San Francisco: 

First, let me say I support your right to free speech 
and your religious freedom, but I think you have an 
obligation to tell everything and everyone about the 
source of your views on the “abomination” which you 
believe male homosexuality is. 

I spent a good part of the Lord’s Dsqr yesterday 
perusing the third book of the Pentateuch and did in¬ 
deed come across the condemnation of “man lying 
with man as with womankind.” Curiously, I found no 
similar condemnation of “woman lying with woman 
as with mankind.” Can the omniscient Jehovah God, 
even in 1000 RC not have known that this scourge of 
Lesbianism had already or soon would visit his 
children? 

May we entertain some basic logic at this point? If 
the proscription of male homosexuality in Leviticus 
is to be taken seriously, then the condemnation of 
other practices and the promulgation of dietary 
restrictions also there, must be taken with the same 
seriousness.

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Not Queer 

Had I seen beforehand the comments attributed in 
the San Francisco Examiner to this year’s parade co¬ 
chair Marsha Levine, I would have been tom between 
skipping the entire affair or showing up in full pro¬ 
test mode.

(My dictionary gives these defini¬ 
tions for “queer”; differing in some odd way from what 
is usual or normal; mildly insane.) No thanks. 

Don’t count me as a member of anyone’s “queer 
community”.

More Opposition to "Weed” Laws 

I, like every San Franciscan, am aware of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s budget shortfall. It is for this reason that I write. 

San Franciscans have over the past 20 years voted 
three times to legalize, decriminalize and spend no 
city funds enforcing the marijuana laws. Yet San Fran¬ 
cisco’s own records indicate that in Fiscal Year 1992-93, 
the SF police arrested over 2,200 people for these ex¬ 
act laws and that the D. A.’s office filed over 1,800 mari¬ 
juana cases and sent 73 people to state prision for a 
total of 133.66 years. The figures also reveal that an 
additional 379 people were sentenced to a cumulative 
total of 155.28 years in our local county jail facility. 
Presuming all sentence reduction options currently 
in place are applied, the very least these cases cost the 
county jail is $2.38 million, attributable to marijuana 
(no weapons or other drug charges) convictions in 
1992. 

Our county jail now pays $25,000 a week in fines due 
to overcrowding. Add that figure to the cost of ar¬ 
resting prosecuting, defending and following through 
with jail sentences and adult probation costs and we 
are spending in excess of $8 million per year in San 
Francisco County alone! And spending an additional 
$4 million at the state level. And these are just mari¬ 
juana cases! 

Yet — when the District Attorney was asked to 
make reductions in his office he came up with: cancel¬ 
ing the C.U.A.V. program, canceling the battered 
women’s division and family counseling unit. To their 
credit, they offered to cut their pay by $10,000 each. 
So now each assistant district attorney will only make 
$100,000 plus mandatory fringe benefits (25 per cent). 

I have a better suggestion for cuts. Recently Major 
Frank Jordan and District Attorney Arlo Smith sign¬ 
ed the so-called “Hoover Resolution” calling for a new 
approach to drug control. I suggest we start here and 
now, to formulate a new policy to save money, to save 
lives and to end drug-related violence. 

Aside from the money being spent on the drug war, 
what about the human factor? Sick people are forced 
to steal; elderly people forced to be prisoners in their 
own homes; violence and fear grip our city residents. 

If we want to end this cycle of fiscal iresponsibility, 
let’s think our way out of this drug war. Let’s under¬ 
stand the interconnectedness of our actions and at¬ 
tempt to achieve Martin Luther King’s dream of “a 
nation at peace with itself.”

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Titles Not Only Fundraising Option 

Regarding Mr. Marcus’July 8, 1993 column, there 
are a number of issues Mr. Marcus neglected to men¬ 
tion in his column bemoaning the decline of involve¬ 
ment in leather title competitions: 

(1) We’re missing ahuge number of people who were 
(or would have been, if they had lived) in their late 20s 
through early 40s, what seems to be the prime age 
range for involvement in leather competitions. 
They’re dead of AIDS. 

The survivors are either already involved over their 
heads in a variety of other, equally important, 
volunteer activities overburdened with the grief of too 
many losses or just trying to make a living while pro¬ 
tecting their own health. Lots of these folks, though, 
are a big part of the audience for title events. 

(2) The generation behind these guys, “new leather”, 
if you will, has different priorities at the moment and 
seem not to be interested in title competition at the 
moment. (When we were “new leather” we were both 
busy doing other things and, as I’m sure today’s “new 
leather” is, absolutely certain that we would never die 
of anything. It’s a part of being young.) 

(3) Lots of people have been involved behind the 
scenes in making the competitions work. Not 
everybody is interested in holding a title They’re pro¬ 
bably pretty tired, too. 

(4) Lots of other people are burned out on the whole 
thing and on the associated beer busts, auctions, raf¬ 
fles, shows, parties and what-have-you. 

(5) Finally, lots of people (and I’m sure there’s plen¬ 
ty of overlap among the various groups) are tapped 
out... broke ... no money left to spend. 

Given these givens, I think it’s very important for 
people who are concerned with the continued well¬ 
being of our AIDSsupport organizations to turn their 
creativity to developing new ways of fundraising. I’m 
concerned that groups such as the AIDS Emergency 
Fund and Project Open Hand, both of which have 
benefited from title events and are mainstays for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, not disappear because leather title 
events, which seem to be of diminishing fundraising 
value, disappear for lack of interest. I think it’s impor¬ 
tant that people with a public “platform” such as Mr. 
Marcus, not spend a lot of time bemoaning a time that 
may be passing and, instead, encourage their readers 
to start looking around for new ways to keep our 
organizations alive and well-funded.

Blood on Our Hands? 

This morning I witnessed a man being sentenced 
to death in Alameda County. For the court, it was 
business as usual. For me, it was a witnessing of 
violence in its purest, most “civilized” form. Nothing 
could ever be viewed on television which would com¬ 
pare to the shock many felt in that courtroom today. 

Is it any wonder that our children are buying into 
the myth that violence solves problems when we are 
teaching them that killing people who kill people is 
right?

I am both ashamed and embarrassed to be a part 
of what has now become state-sanctioned suicide for a 
young man who, though he tried many times, could 
not accomplish the feat himself. For, until we as in¬ 
dividuals change the existing law, each and every one 
of us is responsible for the scheduled Aug. 24 killing 
of David Mason. The blood is on our hands.

Chris 
Bowman, meet Senator 
Coates of Indiana. 

Gays and lesbians in Chica¬ 
go, particularly the heavily 
gay Lakeview area, are more 
than a little concerned about 
the increase in anti-gay vio¬ 
lence there; attacks against 
gays by cars full of teen-age 
kids have increased dramati¬ 
cally in the past few months 
and the community is meet¬ 
ing with police, demanding 
more protection as the attacks 
get more vicious. 

That’s the name of the 
game: John Mende 2 , recently 
replaced by Michael Yam- 
aguchi as U.S. Attorney for 
the Northern District of Cali-

fornia, was a Democrat him¬ 
self until he switched parties 
and became a Republican 
three years ago to please 
then-President George Bush: 
“At the time I changed par¬ 
ties, nobody had heard of Bill 
Clinton and George Bush was 
a shoo-in for re-election; I had 
to do it to get the nomina¬ 
tion.” (Nominated by Bush, 
Mendez was awaiting Senate 
confirmation when Clinton 
took office; talk about rolling 
the dice the wrong way) 

Latest political rumors: As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Speier 
is reportedly thinking about 
running for either secretary of 
state or lieutenant governor; 
San Mateo Supes Mike Nevin 
and Mary Griffin are waiting 
to run for Speier’s Assefnbly 
seat if she makes a statewide 
bid; East Bay Assemblyman 
Johan Klehs will apparently 
give up his seat to run for the 
state Board of Equalization 
next year; and rumors are 
gaining momentum that for¬ 
mer San Mateo Supe Tom 
Nolan is seriously considering 
requests from supporters that 
he take on state Senator 
Quentin Kopp when the Inde¬ 
pendent Quentin comes up 
for re-election. 

Los Angeles’ Republican 
Mayor Richard Riordan, a de¬ 
vout Catholic, is making a lot 
of new friends among gays 
and lesbians in that city (al¬ 
though most supported his 
opponent in last month’s elec¬ 
tion) with his highly visible 
appointments of gays to his 
new administration. Now, 
however, he is said to be ril¬ 
ing some of the Catholic big¬ 
wigs, particularly Cardinal 
Roger Mahony, on the issues 
of gays and abortion. Cardinal 
Mahony once declared that 
“all Catholic government offi¬ 
cials have a positive moral 
obligation” to work for the re¬ 
peal of laws permitting abor¬ 
tion. Mayor Riordan reported¬ 
ly is pro-choice on abortion, 
and when asked last week if 
his enthusiastic participation 
in the June 27 Los Angeles 
Gay Pride would irk his con¬ 
servative, Republican, and 
Catholic supporters, the may¬ 
or replied that he “hopes that 
no would will be excluded 
from my administration, 
whether they are Christian or 
gay or lesbian.” 

Now that former GOP 
Congressman Tom Campbell 
has announced he will run for 
the state Senate seat being va¬ 
cated by Becky Morgan, you 
should quickly see the other 
“potential” candidates quickly 
changing their minds; Camp¬ 
bell, a strong supporter of gay 
and lesbian issues, could win 
the November 2 election out¬ 
right with a majority and 
avoid a December runoff. 

A poll conducted recently 
in the 27th Assembly district 
(Santa Cruz and Monterey 
counties) shows John Laird, 


the openly-^y former mayor 
of Santa Cruz, comfortably 
leading his top primary oppo¬ 
nent in next month’s election; 
Laird, clearly the superior 
candidate in that contest, 
could become California’s 
first openly gay state legisla¬ 
tor, but his is a campaign 
very short on funds; please, 
try to send John Laird a 
check, no matter the size, to 
Laird for Assembly, 610 Se¬ 
quel Avenue, Santa Cruz, CA 
95062. 

President Clinton’s choice 
for Surgeon General, Joycelyn 
Elders, should be a good one; 
Elders, strongly committed to 
a fight against AIDS, sup¬ 
ports sex education starting in 
early school years, backs 
school-based health clinics 
that provide contraceptives to 
stop the spread of the disease 
(and teen pregnancy) and 
strongly supports abortion 
rights; even one top Capitol 
Hill Republican commented 
this week “this woman is 
good, a female version of Ev¬ 
erett Koop.” 

San Francisco District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith is lining 
up important Democratic Par¬ 
ty support for another run at 
conservative, anti-gay Attor¬ 
ney General Dan Lungren 
next year; meanwhile a num¬ 
ber of right wing GOPs are 
still trying to tdk Lungren 
into a primary race against 
fellow Republican Pete Wil¬ 
son next June. 

There is good news for 
Southern California Demo¬ 
crats: those close to the homo- 
phobic Robert Dornan are 
saying he will not seek re- 
election next year, so he will 
have time to build a national 
campaign for president in 
1996! If that doesn’t make you 
laugh, nothing will. 

And former Representa¬ 
tive William Dannemeyer, an¬ 
other wacked-out homophobe, 
says he’s definitely in the race 
to take on Senator Dianne 
Feinstein next year; freshman 
Representative Michael Huff- 
in^on of Santa Barbara, who 
spent $3 million of his own 
money last year to win a seat 
in Congress, is also said to be 
interested in the GOP race to 
take on Feinstein. 

Rock star Elton John an¬ 
nounced this week that he 
will auction off his collection 
of more than 48,000 record al¬ 
bums (expected to net 
$250,000) to benefit London 
AIDS organizations.

T he question was not so 
much what the heck I 
was doing at Wrigley 
Field on a hot summer 
day in Chicago. Rather, the 
question was actually more to 
do with who the heck the Col¬ 
orado Rockies were, the team 
which was playing the Cubs, 
home team of my dreams. Re¬ 
gardless, there I was, sitting 
with my old roommate Bruce 
up in the bleachers, sipping 
Old Style beer and praying 
that the overcast skies 
wouldn’t break open into the 
afternoon’s threatened thun¬ 
derstorms. 

Despite who we were 
there to see or not to see, the 
real reason for coming to the 
game was to sit in the bleach¬ 
ers, those unnumbered, open 
air seats behind the outfield 
usually peopled with drunk 
frat boys and their spritz head 
girlfriends. True, such types 
can be irritating, and are not 
always too gay friendly, but 
in my mind, there really is 
nowhere else to be in the sta¬ 
dium to truly experience the 
game other than the bleach¬ 
ers. Shells of peanuts at your 
feet, cigarette smoke blowing 
in your face, white boys 
yelling in your ear ... well, 
you get the picture. 

Going to a ballgame with 
Bruce ensured at least a few 
things.

“Hey, hotdogs!” all around us. 
In between glances at the 
field during the occasional ex¬ 
citing moment, we managed 
to catch up on our lives since 
our last brief visit in DC dur¬ 
ing the March.

Although we were barely 
paying attention, we were 
pleased that the Cubs won 
the game. It certainly made 
for a happy crowd of 39,000 
as Bruce euid I wound our 
way through and out of it 
back toward Boy’s Town for 
our postgame Margaritas. 
One must celebrate life’s little 
victories, after all, and where 
else to go after sweating in 
the smog for three hours than 
Las Mananitas, which proba¬ 
bly makes the best strawber¬ 
ry Margaritas on the planet. 
The food, I am happy to re¬ 
port, isn’t bad either. 

In fact, Chicago hosts more 
of my favorite eateries than 
any other city I’ve ever lived 
in. Been there yourself? Then 
you’ll know all about Ann 
Gathers’ cinnamon buns, 
Margie’s ice cream, Angeli¬ 
na’s pasta, and Manny’s 
french toast. You’ll know you 
can eat your way around 
Chicago and develop a fond¬ 
ness for the Windy City based 
on nothing more them its gas- 
tronomical delights. Just like 
I did. 

Besides an abundance of 
good, cheap food, Chicago 
boasts a thriving gay scene. 
As proof, consider that there 
are now four weekly gay 
rags: Windy City Times, 
Nightlines, Gay Chicago, and 
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New Nasty Newsletter from Chicago's QUASH 


the new upstart. Babble, 
which my buddy Bruce likes 
because it reviews the male 
sex clubs. Bruce clmmsBabble 
is “opinionated, youthful 
fresh, and clubby.” Kind of 
like Bruce himself. He also 
says' that the boy sex scene 
has picked up steam lately 
here and that “even if people 
aren’t going more than they 
used to, they’re more open 
about going.” And Bruce, be¬ 
ing a regular patron of these 
joints, should know. 

But back to Babble. The is¬ 
sue I picked up, number 28, 
has two hairy, bear-type guys 
on the cover posing in their 
birthday suits. Underneath is 
the paper’s name and subtitle, 
which reads, “Chicago Homo 
Haunts N’ Hap’nin’s.” Its cal¬ 
endar of events makes fun of 
itself and the gay press in 
general with its headline of 
“Reasons for Living.” 

So far Babble seems quite 
male-oriented, but with peo¬ 
ple like Steve Lefreniere 
(who put on the first SPEW 
zine fest here several years 
ago), involved with it. Babble, 
should progress nicely. 

My best literary find in 
Chicago was a four page 
tabloid under the banner 
headline, “Why I Hated The 
March on Washington.” Pub¬ 
lished by a group called 
“QUASH,” Queers United 
Against Straight Acting Ho¬ 
mosexuals, the front page fea¬ 
tures a reprint of the two 
dykes from the cover of the 
Newsweek issue on lesbians 
with superimposed text of 
them saying “I hate Barney 
Frank, I hate Torie Osborne, 
I hate Cybil Shepard [sic]. 
Were there a million people? 
Maybe. But who gives a shit!” 

Apparently this little 
anonymous outburst, fash¬ 
ioned after the infamous “I 
Hate Straights” masterpiece 
of several years ago, has been 
all the scandal in Chicago re¬ 
cently. For good reason, too. 
“ACT UP missed the boat,” 
screams the very anti-military 
manifesto. “Queer Nation 
missed the boat ... by not 
pushing a radical response to 
the military takeover of our 
movement. By not linking is¬ 
sues to show why queers 
should care about almost ev¬ 
erything but the military. ... 
Maybe we need to chalk up 
this whole military phe¬ 
nomenon to the absence of 


the Village People. Perhaps 
the military has become a de¬ 
pressing substitute for them.” 
The paper goes on to encour¬ 
age queers to “burn the red 
ribbon. Tattoo a bloody hand¬ 
print on your forehead in¬ 
stead.” Stuff like this makes 
my little activist heart sing, 
and I picked up copies for ev¬ 
eryone back home. A better 
souvenir than a postcard, any 
day. 

Now it’s evening in Chica¬ 
go, a sticky summer night 
with no relief from the heat 
in sight. The cats are 
sprawled out on the sofa, 
barely showing a flicker of in¬ 
terest in the lone dog barking 
outside. A car alarm briefly 
wails, and when I look out 
the window, I see fireflies 
buzzing by. A light breeze 
strokes my face and stirs the 
leaves on the nearby tree. It’s 
just another quiet night in 
Wicker Park, and you’d never 
know a raging club scene was 
happening just a few miles 
away. Being a Saturday, I’m 
sure Catherine and Danielle 
are having fun out in the 
world, and perhaps I should 
be with them, hopping 
around from Berlin to the 
Metro to Crobar and back to 
The Closet, my old haunt 
many years ago. 

Yes, perhaps there is some¬ 
thing more exciting I could be 
doing than sitting alone in 
this unfamiliar house, reading 
Stephen McCauley’s new nov¬ 
el,* breathing in the smell of 
summer, fan blowing sugges¬ 
tively on the back of my neck. 
I should be out stirring up 
some drama as an out of 
town girl, or tracking down 
ex-girlfriends, or at least 
strolling the streets of New 
Town, showing off my tattoo. 
For a brief moment. I’m al¬ 
most poised for action. 

Then I remember that 
there’s one last cinnamon bun 
sitting in the fridge, and it 
seems to be calling out my 
name. Fate sealed, I walk into 
the kitchen, the most thrilling 
destination I can think of un¬ 
der the circumstances. Am I 
getting old, or is it just the 
magic of Ann Gathers that’s 
decided my next move for 
me? No matter, I think, as I 
lick the icing from my fingers 
in a small spell of ecstasy. I 
am on vacation, after all, and 
loving every sugar coated sec¬ 
ond of it. ▼

An End to the War Games

’ll remember the mo¬ 
ment for the rest of my 
life. 

President Clinton was 
announcing his resolution to 
the gays in the military issue 
and a lot of us at the Bay 
Area Reporter were huddled 
around a radio in the middle 
of a busy day, listening intent- 

ly- 

Well, maybe most of the 
staff was listening intently. 

I was trying really hard to 
keep from laughing. 

Anyone who ever expected 
anything different from Pres¬ 
ident Clinton is out of their 
mind — and I think that this 
many-layered, months-long 
national event in the collec¬ 
tive psyche of the American 
lesbian and gay community 
carries a profound lesson.

And just maybe it’s a les¬ 
son that every generation of 
activists has to learn in their 
own peculiar political and so¬ 
cial contexts. 

I suppose there are some 
people who are genuinely dis¬ 
appointed with Clinton, who 
were naive — or romantic — 
enough to believe that his so¬ 
lution would have been some¬ 
thing far-reaching, perhaps 
even something really revolu¬ 
tionary. 

But, after all, it was just a 
campaign promise. 

A campaign promise that 
so many so-called lesbian and 
gay leaders suddenly emerg¬ 
ing from nowhere were able 
profiteer from, a campaign 
promise that sped the fund¬ 
raising machines of the na¬ 
tional lesbian and gay institu¬ 
tions into overdrive to raise 
cash for their coffers (and ex¬ 
pense accounts and salaries). 

It’s been a media carnival, 
and the media whores from 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Task Force, the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, and 
other groups among us have 
been in full tilt-boogie. 

Some have even commit¬ 
ted civil disobedience. How 
radical chic. 

And some really well- 
meaning and sincere people 
who care deeply about the is¬ 
sue and have devoted time 
and heart and money, and 
some who stand to lose a lot, 
and some others who got reli¬ 
gion and allowed themselves 
to be whipped into a passion¬ 
ate but sentimental flag wav¬ 
ing, righteous frenzy, now 
feel betrayed and disappoint¬ 


ed. 

Pardon the cynicism, dear 
reader, but Samuel Johnson 
had it right. 

Patriotism is the last 
refuge of scoundrels. 

The level of debate and 
rhetoric on all sides of this 
whole issue has been mostly 
sophomoric. 

What truly concerns me 
about the way the debate has 
been framed is the lack of dis¬ 
cussion about issues that 
reach far beyond the argu¬ 
ment for equal employment 
opportunities in the military 
or an end to the oppression of 
lesbians and gays who al¬ 
ready serve in the armed 
forces. 

Those have always been 
givens. 

But a real concern, one 
that’s not dealt with very well 
by the current leadership, is 
that lesbian and gay libera¬ 
tion is not about militarism, 
nor is it about nationalism. 

The real values of the 
American military have been 
reflected in the responses of 
Joint Chiefs of Staff General 
Colin Powell, Senator Sam 
Nunn, and others about the is¬ 
sue. It’s a fascist, racist, sexist, 
oppressive institution. 

In their heads, we are the 
enemy. 

That’s what this is all 
about. 

Always has been and al¬ 
ways will be. 

No matter how eloquent or 
clever their denials, we would 
do well never to forget that, 
no matter how much the 
elite, careerist military les¬ 
bians aiiu gays among us 
would try to tell us — and 


them — otherwise. 

Again, that’s not to say 
that people should not be able 
to join the military if they 
want to. 

Some people are psycho¬ 
logically and emotionally 
well-suited to such a lifestyle 
or career. 

The argument has also 
been made that for some poor 
gays and lesbians, it may be 
the only way out of a dead¬ 
end life, although I personally 
suspect that’s an awfully over¬ 
stated and patronizing claim. 

I’m just really surprised 
that people are so stunned by 
President Clinton’s decision — 
and a lot of the anger I see 
from our so-called leadership 
seems phony and staged and 
awfully convenient. 

Like wow, big surprise. 

The whole thing’s been over¬ 
hyped from the begin¬ 
ning and it was a losing game 
from the start. It was going to 
wind up in the courts no mat¬ 
ter what Clinton or the 
Congress did. 

There will be a lot of ago¬ 
nizing analysis in the coming 
weeks over what’s come 
down and what it all means, 
but right now, I think that Ca¬ 
role Migden had the best, 
most astute, most profoundly 
ironic take on the issue when 
she called Clinton’s compro¬ 
mise decision surreal and ab¬ 
surd. 

“It’s the kind of thing that 
erodes confidence in politi¬ 
cians,” Migden said. 

Who among us ever had 
that much confidence in them 
to begin with? ▼

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Hawaii Moves Closer 
To Legalizing Gay Marriages

Hawaii will have the 
world’s most progressive mar¬ 
riage laws regarding same-sex 
unions — more comprehensive 
than Denmark’s — if three 
couples are successful in cheil- 
lenging the state’s ban on gay 
weddings. 

Attorney Dan Foley is con¬ 
fident his lesbian emd gay 
clients will win the right to 
marry despite the work of re¬ 
ligious fundamentalists who 
have descended on the Aloha 
State to stop them. 

In fact, Hawaii Attorney 
General Robert Marks, who 
has opposed gay marriage 
since the case began in 1991, 
is now supporting a plan for 
state legislation similar to 
Denmark’s law granting mar¬ 
riage to lesbians and gays. In 
Denmark, homosexual cou¬ 
ples have the same rights as 
heterosexual couples except 
in adoption and child custody. 

“People always thought 
Denmark had the most pro¬ 
gressive policy in the world. 
Now our opponents support 
it,” said Foley. “That wouldn’t 
have happened without last 
May’s court decision.” 

In May, the Hawaii 
Supreme Court decided the 
state’s ban on gay marriage 
will be ruled unconstitutional 
unless the state Ccui prove a 
compelling public interest 
served by the regulation. The 
state also must prove that 
banning same-sex marriage is 
the least restrictive way to 
achieve that public interest. 

The court battle began in 
December 1990, when three 
same-sex couples applied for 
— and were denied — marriage 
licenses. The couples filed a 
lawsuit against the state in 
May of 1991. After the suit 
was dismissed by the state 
circuit court, the couples ap¬ 
pealed to the state Supreme 
Court. 

Attorney General Marks 
defended the current mar¬ 
riage statute, not out of homo¬ 
phobia, he said, but because 
of the high cost the state 
would have to shoulder if 
forced to provide spousal ben¬ 


efits to same-sex partners. 

The state is also expected 
to argue that gay eind lesbian 
couples can’t procreate, that 
they are inadequate parents, 
and that they are immoral. 

And Christian Coalition 
representatives are threaten¬ 
ing to initiate a petition drive 
to amend the state constitu¬ 
tion, overturning the 
Supreme Court’s May deci¬ 
sion. 

Foley is confident his 
clients will prevail. Even if 
the state adopts a Denmark- 
style policy, he and the cou¬ 
ples plan to hold out for fully 
equal gay marriages. Foley, a 
San Francisco native, said he 
expects same-sex marriage in 
Hawaii within two years. 

“Two years ago I didn’t 
necessarily think it was a 
case that was winnable, but I 
thought it was a case that had 
to be done out of principle,” 
Foley said. 


The couples involved in 
the lawsuit include Ninia 
Baehr and Genora Dancel, 
and Joe Melillo and Patrick 
Lagon. A third couple has de¬ 
cided to remain anonymous. 

Baehr and Dancel have 
been together four years after 
being introduced by Baehr’s 
mother. Dancel is an engineer 
and plans to return to school 
next fall to begin pre-med 
studies. Baehr is coordinator 
of the University of Hawaii 
Women’s Center. 

Melillo and Lagon have 
been together 15 years and 
own a screen printing compa¬ 
ny in Honolulu. 

Foley and his clients are 
seeking support in their fight 
for marriage rights.

Suspected Killers of 
Gay Activist Released

BOSTON — Charges 
against a second suspect in 
the apparent random slaying 
of a gay activist in May were 
dismissed July 13 because one 
witness recanted after being 
threatened, and another dis¬ 
appeared. 

A Boston Juvenile Court 
judge cited the lack of wit¬ 
nesses in dropping the mur¬ 
der charge against Kenneth 
Taylor, 16, of Boston. 

One day earlier, Boston 
Municipal Court Judge Dar¬ 
rell Outlaw dismissed the 
murder charge against co-de¬ 
fendant Derrick Barboza, 20, 
of Boston. Both men were 
suspected in the fatal shooting 
last spring of gay activist 
Thomas Carey. 

Carey, 39, was walking 


alone towards his Jamaica 
Plain-section home when he 
was shot in the back in a 
South End park on May 14. 

Two female witnesses had 
implicated Barboza and Tay¬ 
lor in Carey’s slaying. One 
witness recanted her state¬ 
ment to police after reported¬ 
ly being threatened with a 
gun, and the other disap¬ 
peared. 

Prosecutors said an 18- 
year-old woman originally 
picked out photographs of 
Barboza and Taylor and gave 
statements to police about the 
slaying. 

She later recanted, and 
told prosecutors that others 
had told her what to say and 
which photos to pick. 

One prosecutor said the 
witness “indicated being 
afraid,” when she recanted. 


According to court records, 
she had been threatened at 
gunpoint by another teenager 
for cooperating in the murder 
case. 

Intimidation, assault, and 
weapons charges against that 
teen, Elijah Canty, 19, were 
dropped when the witness 
failed to appear at court hear¬ 
ings. 

According to a published 
report, the witnesses told 
homicide detectives that Bar¬ 
boza and Taylor were among 
a group gathered at the 
Southwest Corridor park on 
the afternoon of Carey’s slay¬ 
ing. 

The youths reportedly dis¬ 
cussed shooting a police offi¬ 
cer, and then decided to shoot 
the next white person to walk 
by, which was Carey. ▼

Florida Lesbians 
Sue for Right to Marry

ORLANDO — Two women 
have sued to overturn the 
Florida law that prevents 
them from marrying each oth¬ 
er, claiming the ban on same- 
sex weddings violates their 
rights to privacy and equal 
protection. 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union filed the civil suit 
in Orange County Circuit 
Court on behedf of Shawna 
Underwood and Denia Davis, 
a lesbian couple that was re¬ 
fused a marriage license. 

It was filed against the 
State of Florida and the Of¬ 
fice of the Clerk of the Or¬ 
ange County Court, which de¬ 
nied them the license. 

Davis and Underwood live 
together and want to enjoy 
the same property rights and 
insurance benefits that mar¬ 
ried couples enjoy, Kenny 
said. They meet all other re¬ 
quirements for marriage - 
both are adults and neither is 
married to anyone else. 



“The state has no particu¬ 
larly good reason to prevent 
these people from having a 


lawful marriage,” said ACLU 
attorney PeterKenny. 

Florida’s ban on same-sex 
marriages was added to the 
law in 1977. Before then, 
same-sex marriages were not 
illegal, “though I don’t know 
that there was any great rush 
of [lesbian and gay] couples 
running to Florida to get mar¬ 
ried,” Kenny said. 

“Marriage has always been 
a private agreement or a pri¬ 
vate contract between two 
private people. For a long 
time, the law had nothing to 
do with people getting mar¬ 
ried. The church would mar¬ 
ry you and the law would rec¬ 
ognize it,” Kenny said. 

“Marriage was later added 
to the law for property distri¬ 
bution purposes. Now they 
require a license before you 
can even get married, and 
you can only get a license if 
one [partner] is a man and 
one is a woman. We feel that 
invades their right to privacy 
and their right to equal pro¬ 
tection under the law,” the at¬ 
torney said. ▼

no reason to lift the trial 
judge’s injunction against 
Amendment 2’s enforcement. 

The court also said the ini¬ 
tiative, “to a reasonable prob¬ 
ability,” violates the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution’s 14th Amendment, 
which forbids states from 
denying equal protection un¬ 
der the laws to anyone. 

The ruling read in part: “It 
is important to stress at the 
outset that the Equal Protec¬ 
tion Clause of the United 
States Constitution applies to 
all citizens, and not simply 
those who are members of 
traditionally ‘suspect’ classes 
such as racial or ethnic mi¬ 
norities.” 

The court further stated: 
“The right to participate 
equally in the political pro¬ 
cess is clearly affected by 
Amendment 2, because it 
bars gay men, lesbians, and 
bisexuals from having an ef¬ 
fective voice in governmental 
affairs insofar as those per¬ 
sons deem it beneficial to 
seek legislation that would 
protect them from discrimina¬ 
tion based on their sexual ori¬ 
entation. Amendment 2 alters 
the political process so that a 
targeted class is prohibited 
from obtaining legislative, ex¬ 
ecutive, and judicial protec¬ 
tion or redress from discrim¬ 
ination absent the consent of 
a majority of the electorate 
through the adoption of a con¬ 
stitutional amendment.” 


The court acknowledged 
that Amendment 2 garnered 
53 percent of the votes, but 
said, “one’s right to life, liber¬ 
ty and property and other 
fundamental rights may not 
be submitted to vote; they de¬ 
pend on the outcome of no 
elections.” 

Civil rights advocates and 
some legal experts take Mon¬ 
day’s ruling as a sign that the 
measure is not going to be 
considered constitutional 
when the case goes to trial in 
Denver District Judge Jeffrey 
Bayless’ court in October. 
John Reese, a University of 
Denver professor of constitu¬ 
tional law said, “It looks as 
though the Colorado courts are 
ready to strike it down. The 
question is, will the [U.S.] 
Supreme Court take the case?” 
Amendment 2 author Will 
Perkins, a founder of Colorado 
for Family Values, said if the 
measure is voided in October, 
“we’ll just have to wait emd see 
when it gets to the U.S. 
Supreme Court.” 

Colorado Supreme Court 
Justice William H. Erickson 
dissented from the majority 
ruling. He wrote: “The [U.S.] 
Supreme Court has held re¬ 
peatedly that the strict scruti¬ 
ny standard of review applies 
to legislation that affects a 
‘fundamental’ constitutional 
right. The identification of a 
right as a fundamental right 
is a substantive decision unre¬ 
lated to equal protection or 
the technical standards of re¬ 
view.” Erickson cited the 1986 
Bowers v. Hardwick ruling 


as concluding that “a funda¬ 
mental right to engage in ho¬ 
mosexual sodomy did not ex¬ 
ist.” 

Initiatives similar to 
Amendment 2, some of which 
are even more restrictive, are 
in various stages of execution 
in Oregon, Idaho, Florida, 
Missouri and Arizona. ▼

Gays and Women: Uneasy Allies?

“Queer Feminism” might 
sound redundant to some — or 
just plain odd to others — but 
to many men and women in 
liberation work, it rings true 
because of similar goals 
shared by feminist women 
and gay men. But a panel of 
four men of varying ethnic 
backgrounds at the Men and 
Masculinity 18 Conference at 
San Francisco State Universi¬ 
ty on July 9 found that while 
both groups recognize that 
oppressive white male patri¬ 
archal power is often their 
common enemy — as panelist 
Karl Knapper said, “Feminist 
and gay organizations have a 
natural affinity” — opposing 
that power by working to¬ 
gether sometimes leads to de¬ 
structive differences. 

Moderated by Jim Shat- 
tuck, Director of Men Over¬ 
coming Violence (MOVE), the 
“Queer Feminism” panel had 
a necessarily varied ethnic 
make-up. Beside Shattuck, 
who is white, and Knapper, 
the black administrator of the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Pa¬ 
pers Project at Stanford, 
there were Valentin Aguirre, 
the gay Latino writer and 
video maker; and Douglas 
Yaranon, a founding member 
of Gay Asian Pacific Alliance 
(GAPA). 

Knapper, Aguirre, and 
Yaranon all acknowledged 
the influence of their mothers 
in developing a consciousness 
of female caring, power, and 
needs, surmising that this ear¬ 


ly influence led to being at¬ 
tracted to feminist groups. In 
fact, Aguirre included in his 
presentation a poem, “Happy 
Mother’s Day,” dedicated to 
his mother. 

However, work involving 
gay men and (mostly straight) 
feminists has had its prob¬ 
lems, and the panel isolated 
and discussed some of the 
prime ones. Yaranon has 
found that many women in 
feminist groups have not yet 
dealt with the man-hating is¬ 
sue satisfactorily. This issue 
has been exacerbated by the 
disparity of resources be¬ 
tween women’s and men’s 
groups, crippling common ef¬ 
forts. 

Shattuck has found that 
women often have a suspicion 
that work with gay men will 
not go well because of the un¬ 
derlying feeling that the guys 
are not genuine men. 

All panel members be¬ 
lieved that a strong and 
thorny issue was the differ¬ 
ence between gay men and 
women on the sexueJity issue. 
Aguirre asked, “Do we misun¬ 
derstand each other because 
we do not accept each other’s 
sexuality — and race?” 

Closely related is the 
pornography issue: gay men 
often indulge freely in 
pornography, while women 
see this element as one more 
demonstration of how men 
objectify and simply use the 
people with whom they have 
sex. Also, the role-playing 
that is often involved in porn 
is cited as oppressive by fem¬ 


inist women, but men often 
see it as merely reflective of 
reality in gay male sex — and 
rebut the feminist criticism 
by asserting that roles are of¬ 
ten reversed in the same bit 
of porn. 

The entire psinel acknowl¬ 
edged that language is fre¬ 
quently a divisive matter. Gay 
men’s frequently free use of 
apparently disparaging terms 
— “bitch, whore, girl” etc. is 
seen by many feminists as an 
insulting use of terms by 
which they themselves are 
put down. Men retort that 
these words are more often 
used kiddingly or even in af¬ 
fection. Knapper, who often 
took the position during the 
discussion that each situation 
is relative, felt that one must 
understand who is using the 
term and why. 

The language discussion 
also included the phe¬ 
nomenon of the reclaimed 
term, one which was formerly 
negative only, such as 
“queer,” and has now taken 
on a strongly positive mean¬ 
ing because of the defiant 
tone with which it can be as¬ 
serted. 

Nevertheless, key terms 
are often central to the whole 
“politically correct” idea. “It 
kills dialogue,” Knapper in¬ 
sisted. He also believes that it 
is impossible to completely 
unlearn sexism and racism 
but that it is possible and 
highly desirable to learn to 
accommodate to it without 
discomfort. ▼

Effeminacy: 
America's Big Taboo

Television talk shows rou¬ 
tinely explore subjects rang¬ 
ing from outrageous to repul¬ 
sive, Berkeley therapist Jim 
Boland pointed out in the 
workshop “Effeminacy: A 
Cross-Cultural Exploration” 
at the recent Men and Mas¬ 
culinity 18 Conference at San 
Francisco State University, 
but for some reason, it seems 
no show dares tackle the sub¬ 
ject of effeminacy in men. 
Boland’s point is a good one: 
it would appear that in our 
culture, “men who are effem¬ 
inate” is a topic more ver- 
boten than “skinhead nym¬ 
phomaniacs” or “strippers for 
God.” 

Other cultures, however, 
many of them thriving in our 
own time, have no such 
taboos against what we are 
taught to think of as “femi¬ 
nine” behaviors in males. And 
within most Native American 
tribes — 186 out of 300 — there 
has existed the tradition of 
the Berdache, a man who 
adopts the role of a woman, 
who is also often an artist, a 
religious shaman, and a well 
respected member of the 
tribe. 

What has brought about 
the taboo against effeminacy 
in Euro-American culture and 
what is it doing to men? 
Boland has studied this social- 
psychological phenomenon 
for 25 years, as a counselor at 
Creighton University in Oma¬ 
ha, Nebraska, and in his cur¬ 
rent post of Men’s Director of 
Mental Health at the Pacific 
Center in Berkeley, in both 
individual and group sessions. 

Not at all reticent to in¬ 
volve his personal experience 
in his presentation, Boland re¬ 
counted how he recently re¬ 
encountered some home 
movie film of himself at his 
eleventh birthday party and 
saw how effeminate he was at 
that time. Not long after that 
party, he recalled, a gruff 
grandfather suggested the boy 
get a brassiere! 

The condition of effemina¬ 
cy is perceived to have its ex¬ 
plicit qualities—such as weak¬ 
ness, gentility, concerns with 
such “feminine” matters as 
diet and tidiness, and a kind 
of fluidity in movement — but 
it seems to be as much de¬ 
fined by what it is not: it is 
not tough, driving, bold, ath¬ 
letic, or any of the qualities 
John Wayne plastered on the 
silver screen. 

In this culture, where John 
Wayne and Arnold Schwarz¬ 
enegger are presented as 
heroes, and therefore suppos¬ 
edly positive examples of 
“masculinity,” Hollji^ood has 
served up the effeminate man 
as a figure of fun — witness 
Edward Everett Horton, 
Franklin Pangborn, and 
Quentin Crisp. In this connec¬ 
tion Boland pointed out that 
while effeminacy has been as¬ 
sociated with gay sexuality at 
leeist since 1867, when the 
German scientist Westphal 
coined the term “homosexual¬ 
ity,” gayness in men must not 
be thought of as synonymous 
with effeminacy. So while 
Crisp would be disdained, 
Dave Kopay, the footballer 
who confessed to being queer 
in his autobiography, could 
be invited to speak at Rotary

— just because his football ca¬ 
reer made him a hero and 
quite the opposite of a sissy! 

Boland reviewed findings 
from other cultures to show 
that traits we consider inex¬ 
cusably effeminate are part of 
acceptable male behavior 
elsewhere. In Middle Eastern 
countries, men friends often 
walk hand in hand or even 
with the arm about the shoul¬ 
ders. Often they greet each 
other with a kiss. In Tobias 
Schneebaum’s celebrated 
book. Keep the River on 
Your Right, many traits of 
men in New Guinea are relat¬ 
ed, including the fact that 
men can divorce women eas¬ 
ily — but not separate from a 
close male friend without dif¬ 
ficulty. Among Zuni, it’s the 
women who are the sexual 
aggressors. Among some 
Melanesian tribes, it is the 
prescribed custom for the boy 
to ingest semen from adult 
males in order to develop his 
own male potency. 

Why are some men effimi- 
nate? The panelists felt that 
the probable beginnings of ef- 
fiminacy develop as boys 
bond with their mothers. In 
cases where there is no trans¬ 
ference of bonding to the fa¬ 
ther, or if such transference is 
weak, effeminacy may devel¬ 
op. 

Ironically, whether a boy 
turns out butch or sissy, there 
is a cost to effeminacy and to 
its avoidance. Frequently, ef¬ 
feminate boys feel guilt (“I’ve 
let down Dad”), then shame, 
and then anger, which leads 
to depression. There sets in a 
lifelong anxiety about inad¬ 
vertently showing effeminacy, 
which naturally produces self¬ 
obsession. Other boys may be 
so driven to avoid anything 
they consider effeminate, they 
resort to destructive behavior 
to prove their manliness, in¬ 
dulging in alcohol, tobacco, 
high speeds, pugilism, and 
other deliberately risky and 
defiant behaviors. 

Perhaps one concrete ex¬ 
ample of the taboo against ef¬ 
feminacy was the fact that 
there were only six partici¬ 
pants at this workshop — in a 
convention which was intend¬ 
ed as a safe and energizing 
place for men to explore their 
concerns as men. ▼

M eeting in a closed 
session in June, the 
Saratoga Union 
School Board forced 
a Redwood Middle School 
teacher to remove an educa¬ 
tional, gay-awareness poster 
from his classroom. The 
poster headlined “What Can 

You Do? Your Best Friend 
Has Just Told You ‘Fm Gay”' — 
had been displayed by teacher 
John Burns, who has since 
been ordered to keep it secure¬ 
ly confined to the school’s 
counseling office. 

The school board’s decision 
demonstrates an utter disre¬ 
gard for the most b^sic educa¬ 
tional values. Censoring the 
ideas you disagree with is the 
tactic of fascists, not teachers. 
The forced removal of this im¬ 
portant poster violently at¬ 
tacks the self-esteem of les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual stu¬ 
dents. Imposing extraordinary 
regulations on information 
about sexual orientation also 
breeds an atmosphere of igno¬ 
rance and fear, ensuring a hos¬ 
tile environment for lesbian 
and gay youth. Ultimately, 
limiting the poster to a clinical 
setting reinforces a pathologi¬ 
cal view of homosexuality that 
will nourish the hatred of a 
new generation of bigots and 
bashers. 

Scandalously, school board 
members continue to argue 
that their decision to have the 
poster stashed away was made 
in the interest of promoting 
school safety and harmony. 
Even though board members 
have refused to reconsider that 
decision, they must not be al¬ 
lowed to ignore the conse¬ 
quences of their action. 

To insist that board mem¬ 
bers recognize the contribu¬ 
tion they have made to hate- 
mongering, and assume their 
responsibility for striking yet 
another blow to the dignity of 
lesbian and gay youth, write 
to: Saratoga Union School 
Board, 20460 Forest Hill 
Drive, Saratoga, CA 95070, tel.

Vanity Fair and Fantasy 
Dates 

A scene from k. d. lang’s 
“dream-date fantasy” graces 
the much-discussed cover of 
Vanity Fair's August issue. In¬ 
side the magazine, the caption 
for another photo from the 
fantasy shoot explains: “k. d. 
lang checks out the curves on 
supermodel Cindy Crawford.” 

In an appearance on The 
Arsenio H^I Show, Crawford 
was badgered with questions 
about “the risk” she had taken. 
With histrionic concern, Hall 
asked Crawford about any 
possible damage that might 
come from posing provocative¬ 
ly with a lesbian. To her cred¬ 
it, the supermodel rejected the 
premise of the question, point¬ 
ing out that posing with k. d. 
lang was a privilege. Crawford 
also explained that, as a teen 
role model, she hoped her 
photos with lang would send 
an affirmative message to 
young women exploring their 
sexual orientation. 

Though the fantasy photo 
shoot became the center of 
talk show hosts’ (limited) atten¬ 
tions, the article accompanying 
the photos is also a notewor¬ 


thy effort. Intelligently written 
by Leslie Bennetts, the sub¬ 
stantive profile resists the sim¬ 
ple and hackneyed style of so 
many “music reviews.” Ben¬ 
netts weaves her interview 
with lang into an engaging 
combination of biography, cul¬ 
tural criticism, and personal 
reflection. “Lang is only 31,” 
Bennnetts writes, “but after 
years of trying to win accep¬ 
tance as a country singer and 
being rebuffed by the over¬ 
whelmingly white, male, het¬ 
erosexual, Christian, and not 
exactly welcoming Nashville 
establishment, she has finally 
burst through the categories 
and restraints, and the ones 
who stood in her way will find 
themselves eating her dust.”

Digested Defamation 

In responding to complaints 
that Reader’s Digest has a 
record of reprinting homopho¬ 
bic articles, without any appar¬ 
ent concern for fairness or ac¬ 
curacy, the magazine has 
failed to demonstrate any sen¬ 
sitivity to lesbian, gay, or bi¬ 
sexual concerns. In a recent 
letter, Norman L. Simon, the 
editor in charge of the Digest’s 
June issue, defended his deci¬ 
sion to run “Gays in the Mili¬ 
tary,” an editorial by Mike 
Royko of the Chicago Trib¬ 
une. Riddled with misinfor¬ 
mation, the editorial tried to 
argue that the American pub¬ 
lic had been duped by gay ac¬ 
tivists and a pro-gay media in¬ 
dustry bent on promoting ho¬ 
mosexuality and covering up 
“facts” that “prove” the value 
of the military ban. However, 
Simon claims that this defam¬ 
atory rant takes an informed 
approach to a “sensitive issue.” 
Simon says, “We feel Mike 
Royko’s observations on the 
power of gay lobbyists and the 
media to influence public 
opinion are worth calling to 
our reader’s attention.” 

It seems that the Digest 
could benefit from a little self- 
examination, taking stock of 
its own power to shape the ho¬ 
mophobic opinions of a misin¬ 
formed public.

INDIANAPOLIS - Uncle 
Sam has been a bigot in his 
role as public housing land¬ 
lord for more than 30 years, 
says Roberta Achtenberg. 

The former San Francisco 
supervisor and current assis¬ 
tant secretary for fair housing 
in the U.S. Department of 
Housand and Urban Develop¬ 
ment, told the NAACP con¬ 
vention on July 14 the Clinton 
administration will reverse 
those racist policies, but the 
change will take time. 

“HUD has been the na¬ 
tion’s landlord — and not a 
g ood l emdlord at that,” Acht¬ 
enberg told about 75 dele¬ 
gates at a fair housing panel 
discussion of the National As¬ 
sociation for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People. 

Achtenberg said HUD has 
done a poor enforcement job 
£Uid that its own policies have 
perpetuated racial discrimina¬ 
tion in housing. 

For example, she said, 
HUD built public housing in 


neighborhoods that already 
were racially segregated and 
chose tenants in a way that 
furthered segregation. 

She said HUD denies its 
30 years of segregation when 
sued, but the allegations of 
discrimina tion ba sed on “ex¬ 
plicit policies propagated by 
the Federal Housing Adminis¬ 
tration” are true. 

HUD has a $29.2 billion 
budget, but lacks money for 


new programs because of 
scandalous fraud and 
influence-peddling in the late 
1980s, Achtenberg said. 

She blamed the housing 
agency’s woes on mismcUiage- 
ment, timidity and 12 years of 
Republican policies. 

Under Clinton and HUD 
Secretary Henry Cisneros, 
she said, “we are here to sev¬ 
er 12 years of inaction.” She 
added, “Turning this around 
will be equally difficult.” ▼

they are in order to serve in 
this nation’s armed forces is a 
contradiction to this city’s ac¬ 
tive civil rights advocacy,” 
Goldberg said. “Gays and les¬ 
bians have served in the mil¬ 
itary with distinction through¬ 
out American history and de¬ 
serve to be able to continue 
doing so on the same basis as 
heterosexual men and wom¬ 
en.” 

“The White House rolled 
over and played dead. They 
sat on it,” said CMS 
spokesperson David M. 
Smith, explaining how the is¬ 
sue had been lost. “That al¬ 
lowed Sam Nunn to domi¬ 
nate and shape the entire 
public debate. The White 
House defaulted as a result of 
that.” 

And on July 20, Senator 
Sam Nunn once again held 
hearings on the issue, conven¬ 
ing his Armed Service’s Com¬ 
mittee to hear from Defense 
Secretary Les Aspin and the 
Joint Chiefs on the whether or 
not the plan would work. Re¬ 
publican committee members 
expressed concern that homo¬ 
sexuals would not be able to 
remain celibate for their term 
of service, as the directive 
seemed to require. Others 
worried about what exactly 
constituted “homosexual con¬ 
duct” and how it would be en¬ 
forced. Aspin conceded that 
“telling” one’s homosexuality 
indicated a “propensity” to¬ 
wards homosexuality and 
therefore may be grounds for 
investigation and dismissal - 
but it depended on the local 
commander. 


In a July 20 news confer¬ 
ence Clinton also went on the 
defensive, angrily replying to 
a reporter’s question that his 
compromise was not a sign of 
“weakness.” 

“I am the first president 


who ever took on this issue. 
Is that a sign of weakness? It 
may be a sign of madness, sir, 
but it is not a sign of weak¬ 
ness,” Clinton said. 

But the promise to lift the 
ban was made repeatedly — as 
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when the Democratic presi¬ 
dential nominee wrote Octo¬ 
ber 24, 1992 to his “friends” 
on the occasion of the Lx)s 
Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center’s 
annual dinner; 

“I look forward to January 
20th, 1993, when we will be 
able to stand by your side and 
offer hope to so many who 
are suffering. I know you join 
Hillary and I in anticipation 
of the day that we will end 
discrimination in all areas of 
federal employment — includ¬ 
ing the Armed Forces. It will 
be a proud day for all Amer¬ 
icans when we see discrimina¬ 
tion eliminated and all who 
choose can serve their govern¬ 
ment and country as open 
and proud human beings ... 
We must work together to 
win this battle against those 
who preach division and ha¬ 
tred. We will win, gmd unite 
the hearts and minds of the 
American people so that once 
again we can be a nation who 
honors all of its people — in¬ 
cluding gays and lesbians.” 

Perhaps no one was more 
heartbroken about Clinton’s 
capitulation than his old 
friend and senior adviser 
David Mixner, who had 
worked so hard to get Clinton 
elected. 

“Today, I stand before you 
in great pain. It is the pain of 
a community betrayed. It is 
the pain of the knowledge 
that once again we have seen 
our dreams and hopes for 
freedom sacrificed upon the 
altar of political expediency,” 
Mixner told a July 20 crowd, 
gathered for the international 
conference of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Churches in 
Phoenix, Arizona. “Let no one 
in this nation mistake our re¬ 
solve, this policy is totally and 
completely unacceptable. Let 
us not be fooled bv rhetoric 
from the White House that 
merely gift-wraps a horren¬ 
dous policy of prejudice and 
hatred. They throw up their 
hands and claim that they had 
no choice .... This is just not 
true. 

“All the assurances given 
gay leaders were deliberate 
bunk. We were constantly 
told by high level White 
House staffers not to rock the 
boat and that the president 
would not let us down,” 
Mixner said. “We recently 
learned from our friends with 
the White House, that while 
details of the ‘don’t ask, don’t 
tell’ policy were being 
worked out between the 
White House and the Pen¬ 
tagon, we were purposely 
misled in an effort to keep us 
quiet. We were told that 
the policy had not been set¬ 
tled and that it was still open 
to major change. The White 
House political operations de¬ 
termined that we, as a com¬ 
munity, had nowhere else to 
go and that even our anger 
would work in favor of the 
president by showing the 
country that he could stand 
up to the ‘queers.’ We have 
yet to be taken seriously. 

“The White House officials 
have acted as if they were the 
victim of this issue and that 
they just had to get it behind 
them so that they could get 
on with the ‘real’ business of 
the country. 

“Well, let us be real clear: 
Mr. President, the freedom of 
millions of Americans from 
the tyranny of decades of op¬ 
pression, persecution and 
witch hunts is the ‘real’ busi¬ 
ness . of America. And we 
promise you that we won’t go 
away....We are here to stay 
and your betrayal has only 
made us stronger.” 


Mixner called for protests 
in the streets, on college cam¬ 
pus, in the courts, and at the 
ballot box. In an interview 
upon returning from Phoenix, 
Mixner said that it’s time for 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty to “regroup and reconsider” 
consciously planned, strategic 
targets for civil disobedience. 
He likened prospective at¬ 
tacks on ROrrc headquarters 
on college campuses during 
elections next year to the fury 
of political activity during the 
1960s. 

And, Mixner said, the gay 
community should not give 
up on pushing for a gay and 
lesbian civil rights bill, chal¬ 
lenging all congressmembers 
who said the military was dif¬ 
ferent but they were not 
homophobes. If they are not 
homophobes, he said, we 
should cadi them on it and 
pressure them to co-sponsor 
the gay and lesbian civil 
rights bill. Additionally, “it’s 
really important and effective 
to let the president and 
Congress know that this isn’t 
going unnoticed” through 
calls and letters, he said. 

Asked how he felt about 
his “friend,” the president, 
knowing that the White 
House lied to keep him quiet.

Mixner said, “It wasn’t only 
me — it was the national orga¬ 
nizations too. I think he be¬ 
trayed my family. I’m not 
thrilled about the whole pro¬ 
cess. I don’t think it’s in¬ 
volved a great deal of honesty 
or a great deal of dignity.” 
But he says he’s still “too 
close to it” to allow himself 
an emotional response. 

Meanwhile, says Smith, 
CMS will push “our friends” 
in both houses of Congress to 
introduce bills to lift the ban 
as Nunn moves to codify it.

A total of 41 lesbian and 
gay activists were arrested at 
the end of a lunch hour rally 
at San Francisco’s Federal 
Building on July 20, protest¬ 
ing President Clinton’s com¬ 
promise policy on gays in the 
military. 

An estimated 300-500 gath¬ 
ered in the plaza for a noon¬ 
time rally that included 
speeches by Supervisors Car¬ 
ole Migden, openly gay mili¬ 
tary personnel, a member of 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Task Force, Lisa Dettmer of 
Lesbian Avengers, and others. 

The peaceful civil disobe¬ 
dience occurred as a group of 
activists entered the Federal 
Building, carrying protest 
signs against federeil regula¬ 
tions. Upon entering the 


building, the protesters were 
arrested by federal police but 
quickly cited and released. 

The civil disobedience was 
planned, according to attor¬ 
ney Jeff Gibson of Campaign 
For Military Service — who 
was, himself, arrested in the 
protest — as “a representation 
of the criminal actions that 
would be charged against all 
lesbians and gays in the mili¬ 
tary under the current poli¬ 
cy,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Gibson called Clinton’s 
compromise policy allowing 
lesbians and gays to serve 
only if they do not announce 
their homosexuality or have 
sex during their military ser¬ 
vice “absolutely horrific” and 
unconstitutional. 

The issue has been contro¬ 


versial in San Francisco, Gib¬ 
son acknowledged, and said 
that anti-military critics who 
were upset with the linkage 
of gay rights and military ser¬ 
vice ignored the reality that 
the armed forces is the na¬ 


tions’ largest employer and 
practitioner of discrimination 
against lesbians and gays. 

“That just cannot stand,” 
Gibson said 

“To say that we should not 


be involved is to ignore the 
reality of what the policy is 
and the impact on the lives of 
lesbians and gays everyday,” 
he said, adding that he now 
understands why Clinton is 
nicknamed “Slick Willie.” 

“He gave a great speech on 
gay rights but did absolutely 
nothing,” he said. 

Gibson said that the com¬ 
munity needs a rest from the 
issue for a while, to reflect 
and sum up what gains have 
been made from the months- 
long national debate — and 
said that the next major area 
of emphasis should be the 
passage of the federal Lesbian 
and Gay Civil Rights bill. 

And even though Gibson 
believes Clinton’s compro¬ 
mise policy won’t stand up 
against legal challenges, he 
said that the the issue has 
been “an opportunity for the 
lesbian and gay community to 
pour ourselves into the social 
consciousness of America to 
our benefit.” ▼

When Mark Dunlop 
moved from Southern Califor¬ 
nia to San Francisco in 1977, 
anti-gay state Senator John 
Briggs had placed a measure 
on the California ballot to ban 
gay teachers. 

Dunlop became involved 
in the successful effort to de¬ 
feat the Briggs initiative and 
has stayed active in gay poli¬ 
tics ever since. 

‘T’ve probably been in¬ 
volved in every gay or lesbian 
candidate’s campaign for of¬ 
fice at one time or another,” 
he says. 

Appointed to the Citizens’ 
Committee on Community 
Development by former May¬ 
or Art Agnos, Dunlop and 
other members of the com¬ 
mittee advise Mayor Jordan 
on the yearly distribution of 
an estimated $20 million in 
federeil Housing and Urban 
Development community de¬ 
velopment block gr 2 uits. 

The funds are earmarked 
by HUD for specific priori¬ 
ties, including neighborhood 
groups that address citywide 
problems and non-profit 
groups that provide services 
for low-income residents of 
San Francisco. 

“There are a broad range 
of priorities, including public 
facilities and services,” Dun¬ 
lop says. 

One group that got some 
help last year from the CDBG 


funds was' the Women’s 
Building, Dunlop tells the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“They needed to make the 
building safer and make it 
more useable for a variety of 
groups,” he says. 

Another group that re¬ 
ceived critical city funding 
was Positive Resources, a 
small non-profit job develop¬ 
ment program that finds em¬ 
ployment for people with 
HIV and AIDS. 

“There’s no similar job 
program around. A lot of peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS end 
up going on disability but 
find out that they have the en¬ 
ergy and want to do part time 
work,” Dunlop says. 

CDBG funds were able to 
give the agency a small grant 
of about $20,000 of critically 
needed support. 

With hundreds of non-prof¬ 
it groups providing services, 
Dunlop acknowledged that 
there is often a clamor for the 
funds — and that the CCCD 
wields a lot of power. 

The process of reviewing 
and then either making a rec¬ 
ommendation to the Mayor to 
either fund or deny funds to 
agencies “can be very in¬ 
tense,” Dunlop says. 

Agencies often mobilize 
community support and/or ap¬ 
ply political pressure when 
they hear their grants may be 
denied, but Dunlop says that 
there have only been a few 
cases in which the recommen¬ 


dations of the CCCD have not 
prevailed. 

And, Dunlop says, there 
are always more funding re¬ 
quests from community 
groups than there is HUD 
money, which can only be dis¬ 
tributed under strict guide¬ 
lines. 

But while there may be pe¬ 
riodic tension, Dunlop says it 
comes with the turf and when 
all is said etnd done, he’s hap¬ 
py that he’s able to do some¬ 
thing for the city through his 
participation in the process. 

“It’s good for a variety of 
reasons. This city has been re¬ 
ally good to me and I enjoy 
doing something for the city,” 
he says. Besides that, Dunlop 
appreciates that his job is ed¬ 
ucational: “You learn a lot 
about funding needs and how 
the city works,” he says. 

A Castro district resident, 
Dunlop says that he believes 
that the big issues in the gay 
community are AIDS and 
racism. 

“We need to confront 
racism and reach out to oth¬ 
ers and recognize that as a 
gay and lesbian community 
we cross all cultural bound¬ 
aries,” he says. 

“We have some insight 
into what oppression is and 
we should be expanding 
those barriers. That’s not to 
say there’s a mag^c solution to 
make racism go away. Preju¬ 
dice is built up over years.” ▼ 
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Lawrence Wong, of the 
Human Rights Commission

“If there is any major ob¬ 
stacle to continued success of 
the gay and lesbian move¬ 
ment, that obstacle will be 
racisrn,” says city Human 
Rights Commissioner Law¬ 
rence Wong. “Unless we are 
all united we cannot move 
forward as a community.” 

As an Asian-American gay 
man and a busy community 
leader, Wong says he some¬ 
times feels like an outsider in 
two worlds: fighting homo¬ 
phobia among Asian-Ameri¬ 
can colleagues while he bat¬ 
tles racism among lesbians 
and gays. 

“It’s unfortunate that in the 
Asian community I am per¬ 
ceived as a gay activist and in 
the gay community I am per¬ 
ceived as an Asian-American 
activist,” Wong says. “You do 
this dance and it seems like 
you’re always trying to prove 
yourself to one community or 
the other.” 

Wong hopes some of those 
issues will be addressed in a 
communities of color confer¬ 
ence that the Human Rights 
Commission is planning for 
next year. But, as recent con¬ 
troversy shows, the commis¬ 
sion itself is dealing with anti¬ 
gay sentiment from within. 

The Reverend Eugene 
Lumpkin will remain at his 
post as a Human Rights com¬ 
missioner despite his calling 
gays an abomination. Wong is 
among a large group of peo¬ 
ple who question Lumpkin’s 
continued presence on the 
commission. 

“The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission serves as a court of 
first and last resort for people 
who cannot afford an attor¬ 
ney,” Wong says. “Each of us, 
as commissioners, symbolize 
the fairness and open-minded¬ 
ness that’s expected from the 
commission. Lumpkin’s com¬ 
ments reflect upon the com¬ 
mission. 

“We have to ask ourselves 
what is best for the commis¬ 
sion and what is best for the 
City of San Francisco,” he 
says. “That person out there 
who is a victim of discrimina¬ 
tion might not come to us 
now, because he or she per¬ 
ceives the Human Rights 
Commission as not a safe 
place to come.” 


Wong says he would like 
to meet with Lumpkin to dis¬ 
cuss homophobia in commu¬ 
nities of color as well as in so¬ 
ciety in general. The Rev¬ 
erend’s participation in a fo¬ 
rum or task force addressing 
the issue could bring “some¬ 
thing constructive” out of the 
controversy, Wong says. 

Wong was appointed to 
the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion in August 1992. He also 
served on the Gay Asian Pa¬ 
cific Allismce and the AIDS

Emergency Fund, and 
worked on all three cam¬ 
paigns for domestic partners 
legislation. He was the first 
openly gay president of the 
Chinese American Democrat¬ 
ic Club. And he is co-chair of 
the newly formed Asian Pa¬ 
cific Democratic Club. 

Wong is active in the state 
Democratic Party. State Sen¬ 
ator Milton Marks proclaimed 
February 6, 1992, Lawrence 
Worig Day in honor of his ac¬ 
tivism. 

Wong sees the lesbian and 
gay movement expanding in 
communities of color and he 
believes his work in the Chi¬ 
nese American Democratic 
Club helped foster that by 
bringing gay and lesbian 
Asians into a predominantly 



straight organization. 

The Asian Pacific Demo¬ 
cratic Club is an example of 
that expansion, he says. “The 
club is made up of gay Asians 
and straight Asians. It’s an 
outgrowth of gay and straight 
Asians working together — 
that’s progress.” 

Wong plans to continue 
public service but is not de¬ 
termined to pursue elected of¬ 
fice. 

“My goal in life has always 
been to live a life of sub¬ 
stance and not necessarily 
through elected office,” Wong 
says. “A person can live a life 
of substance by being a com¬ 
munity activist and staying in¬ 
volved wherever they can 
make a contribution. I’m very 
happy working behind the 
scenes. In many ways I’m a 
little bit happier working be¬ 
hind the scenes because 
you’re not a target for all the 
slings and arrows and you 
can focus on the work at 
hand and what needs to be 
done instead of dealing with 
the politics of it all.” T

Black Gays and Lesbians Find 
Empowerment and Fim in L.A,

On July 3 about 3,500 black 
lesbians and gays from 
around the country flocked to 
the beautiful beaches of Mal¬ 
ibu, California for the fifth an¬ 
nual At the Beach party. And 
despite the clouds and peek-a- 
boo sun, the party was both 
fun and successful. This year 
ATB organizers got city per¬ 
mits to make the event a pri¬ 
vate party, thereby avoiding 
any misunderstandings with 
local area residents whose ex¬ 
pensive houses overlook the 
beach. 

Unfortunately for organiz¬ 
ers and those with a political 
bent, the well-publicized “Be¬ 
fore the Beach” empower¬ 
ment rally was less successful 
— out only 50 people turned 
out for that July 2 event, most 
of whom are already familiar 
faces on the black gay politi¬ 
cal scene. 

ATB founder Duane Bre¬ 
mond, a legislative aide to 
U.S. ^nator Maxine Waters, 
blamed the poor attendance 
on “timing” — that people 
were getting ready for the big 
social party and it was “diffi¬ 
cult for them to make the 


transition ... it interfered with 
their flow, and that’s sad.” 

Bremond also acknowl¬ 
edged that some African- 
American homosexuals suffer 
from apathy, at least as much 
as any other group. “We 
hoped that the rally would 
motivate individuals to take 
part in what’s happening 
around the city,” Bremond 
said in a July 5 phone inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “For so long there’s 
been such hopelessness that 
they’ve given up. It’s almost 
the same as what’s happening 
in South Central — when 
you’ve been beat up so long, 
you don’t have the strength to 
stand up and fight.” 

The Empowerment Rally 
had been called in response to 
a letter written in Alterna¬ 
tives, a magazine for black 
gay men, in which it was al¬ 
leged that the pastor of a 
mainstream black church had 
refused to eulogize a devout 
gay member of his congrega¬ 
tion. Bishop Charles Blake, 
pastor of the large West An¬ 
geles Church of God in 
Christ, denied the charge on 
the front page of a popular 
Los Angeles African-Ameri¬ 


can newspaper. 

“We are not homophobic 
here,” Blake said, “especially 
with the number of homosex¬ 
uals we have as members at 
this church. But we do not ad¬ 
vocate nor will we permit a 
celebration of homosexual be¬ 
havior.” 

The Empowerment Rally 
was intended to inspire black 
lesbians and gays to come out 
to their pastors and congrega¬ 
tions, and to hold the church 
accountable for the hompho- 
bia that has become increas¬ 
ingly more pronounced from 
the pulpit. 

Among the speakers at the 
rally was the Reverend James 
Lawson, pastor of Holman 
United Methodist Church in 
Los Angeles and a prominent, 
longtime fighter in the civil 
rights movement. He said 
churches had “misconceptions 
and distortions about human 
sexuality” and were “terribly 
divided by and afraid of’ the 
discussion or study of the sub¬ 
ject. 

He also called the spread 
of anti-gay initiatives around 
the country the new “Jim 
Crow laws,” saying “there is a 
similarity between that and 
try.” 

Lawson placed the les- 
bian/gay struggle in the larger 
struggle for “justice, dignity, 
freedom, and the 
transformation of our soci¬ 
ety.” He reminded the audi¬ 
ence that the language used 
when President Harry Tru¬ 
man was going to integrate 
the Armed Forces was the 
same that is being used to 
keep the ban on gays in the 
military. “This is fundamen¬ 
tally a question of justice and 
a question of self- identity,” he 
said. “We must realize that 
our society is going back¬ 
ward. We are not advancing.” 

Lawson also advocated 
“thousands in the street... [to] 
make governance impossible” 
in demonstrating the demand 
for equality. “We will not 


change America unless we 
are willing to get mad or love 
enough to organize together,” 
to get people on the streets. 

“Only that will make a dif¬ 
ference,” he said. “One day 
this nation will have a new vi¬ 
sion of what it is to be hu¬ 
man.” 

However, after Lawson 
left, most of the panelists — 
while saying they would per¬ 
sonally favor more visible 
demonstrations to hold 
churches accountable for their 
homophobia — said they pre¬ 


fer to “push from within” out 
of “respect” for the institution 
of the church. The Reverend 
Jenenne Macklin of the gay 
Unity Fellowship of Christ 
Church then suggested a mu¬ 
tually respectful way of bring¬ 
ing change to homophobic 
churches: withholding gay tal¬ 
ent and gay dollars, or trans¬ 
ferring them to gay or gay- 
friendly churches, she said, 
can be a very effective way to 
get the attention of homopho¬ 
bic ministers. T

Teen Bigot with 
Knife Arrested in 
West Hollywood

WEST HOLLYWOOD - 
A 17-year-old youth was ar¬ 
rested Sunday, July 11, on 
suspicion of violating the civil 
rights of a man he thought 
was gay. 

Los Angeles (bounty sher¬ 
iffs Deputy Gabe Ramirez 
said the youth, whose name 
was not released because of 
his age, allegedly threatened 
the man with a switchblade 
knife shortly before 1 a.m. on 
a West Hollywood street cor¬ 
ner. 

The youth was riding in 
the back of a pickup truck 
with some friends when they 
saw a group of men standing 
on the corner of Santa Moni¬ 
ca Boulevard and Curson Av¬ 


enue, where the supposedly 
leather/levi gay bar The 
Spike is located. 

The youths in the truck 
shouted obscenities at a group 
standing on the corner and 
the men shouted back as they 
drove by and continued down 
the street. 

The driver of the truck re¬ 
turned to the corner and the 
17-year-old youth jumped out 
and allegedly pulled the knife 
on one of the men. 

His alleged intended vic¬ 
tim managed to escape, after 
which sheriffs deputies were 
called and arrested the youth 
under a California law that 
makes it a crime to physically 
threaten someone because of 
their sexual orientation. ▼

Respect Your Elders: 
Clinton's Surgeon 
General Choice 


Gay, Lesbian Medical Forum

The White House says her 
nomination is not in jeopardy, 
but Surgeon General nomi¬ 
nee Dr. Joycelyn Elders is 
sure to face determined oppo¬ 
sition in a confirmation hear¬ 
ing set for Friday. 

The hearing was post¬ 
poned last week as Republi¬ 
can lawmakers and conserva¬ 
tive activists raised ethical 
and financial questions about 
Elders, who has served as di¬ 
rector of the Arkansas Health 
Department since 1987. She 
resigned that post this week 
in the face of criticism that 
she was still receiving her 
salary in Arkansas while on 
the payroll in Washington, 
preparing for her new job. El¬ 
ders said she was catching up 
on accumulated vacation pay 
in Arkansas. 

Another issue raised about 
the nominee is her role as a 
director of the National Bank 
of Arkansas. The bank was 
the subject of a hostile 
takeover and some new direc¬ 
tors sued the previous direc¬ 
tors, including Elders, for al¬ 
legedly illegal lending prac¬ 
tices. The suit has been set¬ 
tled. 

Also, critics said Elders’ 
husband had not paid Social 


Security taxes on a person 
who cared for his 97-year-old 
mother. 

President Bill Clinton said 
that Elders has given accept¬ 
able explanations to all the 
criticisms against her. The 
president said he remains 
committed to his choice of El¬ 
ders for attorney general. 

Some people who support 
Elders say her detractors’ crit¬ 
icism masks their real disap¬ 
proval of her stands on 
health-care issues. Elders has 
been an outspoken proponent 
of abortion rights, condom 
distribution, and early sex ed¬ 
ucation. 

“These criticisms are a 
subterfuge by people who 
don’t want Elders confirmed 
for reasons of her beliefs 
around reproductive health 
care,’’ said Mary Jean Collins, 
national field director at Peo¬ 
ple for the American Way. 
“We feel it’s important for 
people who support Dr. El¬ 
ders and support a realistic 
public health policy to show 
their support.’’ 

Collins said People for the 
American Way is rallying 
support by urging people to 
call and write their senators, 
but meeinwhile the Christian 
right is doing the same thing 
in opposition to Elders.

Dr. Joseph Fernandez, for¬ 
mer Chancellor of the New 
York City Board of Educa¬ 
tion, and White House associ¬ 
ate director of personnel Bob

Fernandez and Hattoy, 
who addressed the 1992 
Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion as a gay man with HIV, 
will receive two of the seven

Elders is backed by sever¬ 
al national health-care organi¬ 
zations, including the Ameri¬

HIV Vaccine 
Progress Reported

Some early trial data on an 
experimental AIDS vaccine 
appear promising, although 
an effective AIDS vaccine re¬ 
mains an elusive goal, re¬ 
searchers report. 

Scientists at the Johns 
Hopkins School of Public 
Health in Baltimore reported 
in the journal The Lancet 
in July that the experimental 
vaccine produced antibodies 
against two strains of HIV in 
nine of ten patients injected 
with the drug. 

AIDS researchers have 
previously faced problems de¬ 
veloping a vaccine that works 
against a variety of the deadly 
disease’s virus strains. 

Dr. David Schwartz, the 
Lancet report’s lead author, 
said his team’s results repre¬ 
sent a “small but valuable in¬ 
cremental step forward.” 

He said researchers have 
made real progress, but cau¬ 
tioned much work remains to 
develop a vaccine that pro¬ 
duces antibodies against mul¬ 
tiple strains of HIV, and to 
determine how to make any 
immunity last. 

“By the year 2000, I think 
it is realistic to think there 
will be a vaccine in trial for 
efficacy,” Schwartz said. 

The experimental vaccine 
Schwartz studied, developed 
by South San Francisco-based 
Genentech Inc., uses a differ¬ 
ent approach from some ear¬ 


lier trial vaccines. 

It uses only a “subunit” — a 
tiny, key element — of HIV’s 
envelope protein. 

If the vaccine works, it 
teaches the immune system 
how to recognize HIV and 
fight it. But because the vac¬ 
cine only contains a fragment 
of the virus, users run no risk 
of HIV infection. 

“This subunit-only vaccine 
was able to introduce neutral¬ 
izing antibodies in nine of ten 
recipients” who received a 
high dose of the vaccine, 
Schwartz said. 

Other experimental vac¬ 
cines have combined geneti¬ 
cally engineered envelope 
protein subunits with “safe” 
viruses that get the protein 
into the immune system with¬ 
out causing illness. 

Schwartz and his col¬ 
leagues injected a total of 28 
healthy volunteers with either 
of two doses of the trial vac¬ 
cine or with a placebo in 
three doses — the first two one 
month apart, and the final 
shot eight months later. 

“We have shown for the 
first time in man consistent 
induction of... antibodies by a 
recombinant envelope sub¬ 
unit protein,” the researchers 
reported. “The promising re¬ 
sults from our present study 
will serve as a basis for com¬ 
parison for future immuniza¬ 
tion strategies.” ▼

POSITIVELY 

QUEER 


by Bob Roehr 

Self-described “media 
whore” Michael Petrelis of 
Queer Nation called a press 
conference for noon, Monday, 
July 12, outside room 453 of 
the Russell Senate Office 
Building. His purpose was to 
“out” its occupant, Oklahoma 
Democratic Senator David 
Boren, as gay. 

Senate rules prohibit such 
activities in the corridor. The 
Sergeant at Arms asked if 
Boren would make a confer¬ 
ence room available and he 
agreed. 

Petrelis had decided that 
“we have to play some seri¬ 
ous hard ball politics. 

“We’re going down in 
flames, and this queen wants 
to be loud and vicious about 
it,” said Petrelis. No one has 
ever accused Petrelis of being 
shy and retiring. 

The first problem with the 
“outing” was that the media 
did not seem to care; there 
were no reporters there from 
most of the mainstream news¬ 
papers — or, in fact, from the 
Blade, Washington’s gay pa¬ 
per. The second problem, 
which probably accounted for 
the first, was (as Petrelis put 
it), “there was no smoking 
dick.” He hadn’t spoken di¬ 
rectly with anyone who had 
claimed to have been ha¬ 
rassed or had sex with Boren. 
There was no one with such 
first hand knowledge willing 
to speak with reporters on the 
record, or even on a protected 
background basis. 

Dan Webber, Boren’s press 
secretary, said that because 
there were no specific charges 
being brought, they were “not 
going to dignify it with a re¬ 
sponse.” 

Petrelis claimed that 
Boren was the senator pro¬ 
filed in Michelangelo Signo- 
rile’s book, Queer in America, 
who hit on many of the at¬ 
tractive young male members 
of his staff in both the Wash¬ 
ington and district offices. 

Signorile would neither 
confirm nor deny Petrelis’s 
claim that Boren was the sen¬ 
ator he wrote about, a policy 
he has maintained regarding 
all unnamed persons and 
aliases used in the book. 

Meanwhile, in Oklahoma... 

Meanwhile, in Oklahoma 
City, the statewide group 
“Simply Equal” held an after¬ 
noon press conference at the 
Capitol. Its focus was on the 
issue of sexual harassment. 

“Homosexuality is not an 
issue with us. As far as we 
are concerned, he [Boren] was 
outed fifteen years ago,’ is the 
way “Simply Equal” spokes¬ 
person Terry Gatewood put 
it. 

Gatewood said it is obvi¬ 
ous to any Oklahoman read¬ 
ing Signorile’s book that 
^ren was the senator being 
described. After all, “Boren is 
the only one who ever held a 
press conference to deny he 
was homosexual,” according 
to Gatewood. 

“Simply Ekjual” is calling 
for an investigation of the 
charges of sexual harassment 
and for the victims to step 
forward to aid in the investi¬ 
gation. Gatewood says that 
the identity of the person Sig¬ 
norile called “Keith” is known 
by several people and it is 
only a matter of time before 


“Keith” and others speak pub- 
lically. 

“Oh my god, those poor 
boys,” Wcis the way the wom¬ 
en at Gatewood’s mother’s 
bridge group reacted to the 
news. They were surprised 
by the charge of harassment, 
not that of homosexuality. 

This is not the first time 
that juicy rumors of homosex¬ 
uality have dogged Boren, nor 
the first time that those ru¬ 
mors have not been substanti¬ 
ated. 

This is what can be pieced 
together from news clips, dis¬ 
cussions with a scholar who 
was politically active in Okla¬ 
homa in the 1970s, and trad¬ 
ing rumors with other 
sources. 

Some trace it back to the 
mid-1970s when the state 
prison at McAlester burned 
down in a riot. Then-Gover¬ 
nor Boren talked of reform 
and decentralizing the prison 
system. 

State senator Gene Stipe, 
who represented McAlester 
and its many state patronage 
guard jobs, didn’t take kindly 
to that. A rumor circulated 
that Stipe had bugged the 
governor’s hotel room at a 
Southern Governors Confer¬ 
ence in 1976, hoping to get 
something on Boren’s deal¬ 
ings with the state’s powerful 
oil interests. What he got in¬ 
volved another type of lubri¬ 
cant. 

The tape supposedly re¬ 
vealed a liaison with a male 
member of another gover¬ 
nor’s staff, a man Boren met 
when he was a Rhodes Schol¬ 
ar. 

Much of the prison at 
McAlester was rebuilt. 

Boren’s wife filed for di¬ 
vorce in 1976. It was granted 
quickly, quietly. She took the 
children a||d moved to Dallas. 
Because it is so unusual for a 
person to give up the prerog¬ 
atives of the Governor’s man¬ 
sion, rumors inevitably circu¬ 
lated, one of which was that 
she caught her mate in the act 
with his state trooper body¬ 
guard. 

Boren remarried in about 
six months. His new wife, a 
judge from a prominent polit¬ 
ical family, was rumored to 
be a lesbian. 

Boren decided to run for 
the U.S. Senate in 1978. Gene 
Stipe also announced, primar¬ 
ily as a vendetta against 
Boren. At one point Stipe set 
a major news conference that 
was supposed to blow his op¬ 
ponent’s campaign right out 
of the water. It was cancelled. 

Some speculate that Stipe 
stumbled on the fact of how 
he could use this tape as it 


was obtained illegally. Others 
say that Boren somehow stole 
it and Stipe was left empty- 
handed. 

Boren ended the controver¬ 
sy by standing on the steps of 
the Capitol, hand on the fam¬ 
ily Bible, swearing that he 
was not a homosexual. The 
Tulsa World captured it all 
with a photo and the headline 
“Boren issues denial on ques¬ 
tions of abnormal sexuality,” 
on the front page of its Au¬ 
gust 11 edition. In 1978, that 
was sufficient for Okla¬ 
homans. 

Back in Washington... 

When reporters raised the 
fact that similar allegations 
were made in 1978 but 
weren’t proved, Petrelis re¬ 
sponded: “They weren’t dis¬ 
proved either. If I’m wrong, 
I’ll eat the Bible that Boren 
swore on.” 

Beyond the humor associ¬ 
ated with this melodrama is 
the serious issue of sexual ha¬ 
rassment. Signorile believes 
that the harassment he de¬ 
scribes in his book goes be¬ 
yond the alleged harassment 
of women by Senator Bob 
Packwood, currently under 
investigation by the Senate. 

Signorile sees the Pack- 
wood case as a relative 
straightforward abuse of pow¬ 
er. The Boren allegations are 
“a bit more complex, a sadder 
commentary, because the vic- 
timizer is also a victim [of in¬ 
ternalized homophobia], and 
the victim often empathizes 
with the victimizer.” 

What is particularly upset¬ 
ting about these incidents of 
harassment is the negative 
view it presents to the public 
of gay people. They play to 
the false stereotypes of an 
older gay man preying upon 
younger ones unsure of their 
sexual identity. It perpetrates 
an image of recruitment, of 
corrupting the innocent, of be¬ 
ing gay as something bad, 
something to be ashamed of 
and hidden. 

If the senator described by 
Signorile does in fact turn out 
to be David Boren, if the alle¬ 
gations raised at the news 
conferences in Washington 
and Oklahoma are true, they 
would constitute an abuse of 
power but not necessarily any 
illegal action. Ironically, any 
possible illegality would like¬ 
ly center upon the sodomy 
laws of the jurisdictions with¬ 
in which the acts would have 
taken place. 

In any case, the outing of 
David Boren came and went, 
almost without a trace. The 
media didn’t care. ▼ 
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Qualifying for a Home Loan

Qualifying for a home loeui 
in today’s market can be a 
task in many cases. Today’s 
home buyers are no doubt 
more sophisticated about the 
real estate market than ever 
before, and they know what 
kind of mortgage payment 
feels affordable to them. 

Many people are surprised 
at what lenders are willing to 
lend them — and more often 
than not, it turns out to be a 
lower loan amount than the 
borrower requests. Therefore, 
the next logical question is: 
“If I’m having no trouble pay¬ 
ing my bills, and have never 
been late with the rent, then 
why can’t I get a loan for 
about the S2une payment — or 
even just a little more than 
what we’re already paying?” 
A valid question, indeed. 

Lenders today vary in 
guidelines. Some are willing 
to lend more money to a bor¬ 
rower than others. However, 
most lenders follow similar 
guidelines when it comes to 
determining a borrower’s 
monthly income. And many 
prospective borrowers discov¬ 
er that how they are paid is 
almost as significant as how 
much they are paid, at least 
in the minds of lenders. 

Compare three gay men 
residing in the Castro/upper 
Market areas. All earn a gross 
annual income of approxi¬ 
mately $50,000, and all have 
impeccable credit and no 
monthly debts. The first bor¬ 
rower is considered self-em¬ 
ployed, as he is a manage¬ 
ment consultant, and is there¬ 
fore paid on a straight com¬ 
mission basis. The second 
borrower is a registered nurse 
at St. Luke’s Hospital, paid 
on an hourly wage with plen¬ 
ty of overtime. The third bor¬ 
rower is a professor at S.F. 
State, who is paid a base 
salary only. 

Using Federal National 
Mortgage Association (FNMA) 
guidelines, each borrower’s 
income ($50,000 gross annual¬ 
ly) was calculated three differ¬ 
ent ways. 

The self-employed borrow¬ 
er is most difficult to qualify, 
assuming all factors are equal. 
The self-employed borrower 
incurs more expenses than 
the others, as this borrower 
runs his business out of the 
home, and writes off expens¬ 
es such as office supplies, 
phones, fax machines, equip¬ 
ment, etc. By the time this 


borrower deducted all of 
these expenses from the 
$50,000 gross income, he had 
an adjusted net income of 
only $16,875. This is the fig¬ 
ure the lenders will use to 
qualify this borrower, not the 
$50,000 gross income. In addi¬ 
tion, lenders will also average 
the adjusted gross income 
over the last two years (taken 
from the tax returns), giving 
an even more conservative 
approach when prequalifying 
the self-employed. 

The registered nurse is 
considered a better risk th£ui 
the self-employed since there 
are not as many out-of-pocket 
expenses incurred, thus more 
disposable income according 
to the tax returns. However, 
the nurses’ income fluctuates 
depending on how many 
hours are worked, including 
overtime. This borrower had 
lots of overtime in 1992, but 
very little in 1991, due to time 
taken off for personal reasons. 

Once again, lenders will 
average the last two years’ 
and current year-to-date in¬ 
come to derive the figure they 
will use to calculate his 
monthly income. The reason 
is obvious: if the nurse does 
not go to work, he will not be 
paid, so lenders will average 
incomes that are paid by the 
hour. By using this calcula¬ 
tion, the borrower’s income 
averages to be about $36,000 
per year. This is the figure 
lenders will use when pre¬ 
qualifying this borrower for a 
home loan, not an anticipated 
$50,000 annual gross income. 

The third borrower, or any 
borrower paid on a salary, is 
considered the lowest risk by 
lenders because the income is 
most predictable. For exam¬ 
ple, when salaried borrowers 
do not make it to work for a 
day, chances are they still get 
paid. The hourly and self-em¬ 
ployed borrowers will be less 
likely to get paid, should they 
miss the same day at work. 

These three borrowers — 
all grossing the same salary 
last year — were prequalified 
for loan amounts ranging 
from approximately $40,000 
to $174,500, which obviously 
influenced their final pur¬ 
chase decisions. Like these 
men, if you are shopping for a 
home, you may find it advis¬ 
able to get prequalified by a 
lender in order to minimize 
surprises. ▼

Netherlands Tells Romania: 
Repeal Your Anti-Gay Laws

BUCHAREST, Romania— 

Human rights activists are de¬ 
manding the Romanian gov¬ 
ernment repeal legislation 
banning homosexuals and re¬ 
lease about 60 prisoners 
charged under the law. 

The call follows a recent 
report by the London-based 
human rights group Amnesty 
International, which said Ro¬ 
manian lesbicuis and gays are 
victims of police brutality, in¬ 
cluding beatings, torture, and 
forced confessions. 

In Romania, homosexual 
and lesbian acts are punish¬ 
able by up to five years in 
prison. 

“These people [homosexu¬ 
als] are being punished in the 
same way as murderers,” said 
Razvan Ion of the Indepen¬ 
dent Society of Romania for 
Human Rights. 

Human rights leaders 
launched their campaign to 
repeal the law as Romania 
prepares to join the Council 
of Europe, the body grouping 
countries across the continent 
that pushes for higher human 
rights standards. 

Romania is due to join the 
organization later this year in 
the footsteps of several post¬ 
communist countries in East¬ 
ern Europe, but before doing 
so it must bring its legislation 
in line with CE standards. 

Only one vote is needed to 
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Opera Park in Bucharest, Romania

keep Romania off the CE, 
and the Netherleuids has said 
it will not back the member¬ 
ship bid unless the anti-gay 
law is repealed. 

Romania is one of the last 
countries in Europe to ban 
homosexuality. Belarus, 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, Macedo¬ 
nia, Serbia, and Moldova 
have similar laws, human 
rights activists said. 

About 60 people charged 
with violating the ban on ho¬ 
mosexuality are being held in 
Romanian prisons, according 
to government figures re¬ 
leased earlier this year. The 
ban was enacted after the 
communists came to power in 
1947. 

The Amnesty International 
report said a 20-year-old stu¬ 
dent, Marcel Brosca, was ar¬ 
rested on charges of violating 


the ban. He was beaten on 
the soles of his feet with trun¬ 
cheons until he signed a con¬ 
fession, the report said. 

The report, published in 
May, lists five such cases. 

But although same-sex re¬ 
lationships are banned, many 
gays do not feel threatened by 
the authorities. 

“Why should I be afraid? I 
am doing nothing wrong,” 
said Dr. Florin Mugusel, a 35- 
year-old gynecologist from 
Ploiesti, 50 miles north of 
Bucharest. 

Mugusel said he and other 
avowed homosexuals would 
continue their fight to have 
the law repealed and to be 
recognized as a minority. 

“In Romania we are seen 
as worse than men who beat 
their mothers or wives,” he 
said.T

er in the study, which Mark 
heard about through a com¬ 
puter bulletin, helped them to 
become better friends. 

“We got to know who each 
other is,” Steve said. 

Being part of history is ex¬ 
citing, the brothers agreed, 
but they’re skeptical that the 
new findings will have a big 
impact. 

“We have no illusions 
about changing how society 
views gay people,” Mark said. 
“But later generations of peo¬ 
ple will follow this more and 
find out if it’s related. 

“I hope Mr. Clinton will 
use this for the basis of some 
of the things he’s doing,” 
Mark said in a July 16 inter¬ 
view. 

Steve and Mark said their 
parents have been supportive 
of them being gay and en¬ 
couraged them to participate 
in the study. They have three 
gay male cousins and one les¬ 
bian cousin. 


About the study 

The ongoing study is part 
of the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute’s search for genetic fac¬ 
tors in cancers that strike gay 
men with AIDS. 

Chief author of the study. Dr. 
Dean Hamer, and his col¬ 
leagues studied the family his¬ 
tories of 114 gay men and 
found that their brothers, ma¬ 
ternal uncles, and maternal 
male cousins were more like¬ 
ly to be gay than would be 
expected among the general 
population. 

The maternal link suggest¬ 
ed homosexuality is linked to 
the X chromosome, p 2 issed on 
to children by their mothers. 
In men, the mother’s X chro¬ 
mosome pairs with the fa¬ 
ther’s Y chromosome to make 
the so-called sex chromo¬ 
somes. 

“The region that we’ve dis¬ 
covered represents a signifi¬ 
cant variation in the human 
genetic repertoire,” Hamer 
said. “If the gene itself can be 
isolated, then it will be impor¬ 
tant to understand how it in¬ 
teracts with other genes, the 
brain and the environment to 
influence a trait as complex 
and variable as human sexual¬ 
ity.’’ 


Researchers don’t know 
why seven of the pairs in the 
study did not have matching 
chromosome tips. The 
McGuires do not know if their 
chromosomes matched or not; 
information on individual sets 
of brothers has not been re¬ 
leased. 

Hamer said the study was 
not designed to test for sexual 
orientation. The findings do 
not mean someone can now 
determine a person’s sexuali¬ 
ty through the microscope be¬ 
cause the complexities of sex¬ 
uality cannot be fully ex¬ 
plained by a gene or genes, 
he said. 

No information about les¬ 
bians was included in the 
study. Researchers said that 
preliminary data suggest fe¬ 
male sexual orientation also is 
genetically influenced but no 
hard evidence has been dis¬ 
covered so far. 

Some in the lesbian and 
gay community hope that 
proof of a genetic cause of 
sexuality will bolster drives 
for gay rights. Others fear a 
future of genetic tampering to 
“fix” babies who would be 
gay. Before agreeing to take 
part in the study, Steve and 
Mark said they were assured 
that researchers had no desire 
to change people’s orienta¬ 
tion. T

AIDS Housing Funds Awarded 

Seven housing projects have been awarded funding under 
the city’s Housing Opportunities for Persons with AIDS (HOP- 
WA) program. A total of $1,270,000 was awarded this week and 
an additional $4.3 million will be awarded later this summer. 

The housing funds will help establish two new AIDS hous¬ 
ing facilities and will enable four existing AIDS residences to 
conduct renovations to meet state licensing requirements. 

The HOPWA program is funded through federal grants to 
cities with a high incidence of HIV and AIDS. Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi was a sponsor of the HOPWA legislation. In 
1993, the City and County of San Francisco will receive $5.6 
million to be used for housing people with AIDS. 

The projects that received funding include; Bernal Heights 
Housing Corporation/Black Coalition on AIDS; Larkin Street 
Youth Center; Hospice by the Bay; Catholic Charities; Maitri 
AIDS Hospice; Dolores Street Community Center, and Zen 
Hospice Project.

GOP Lectures GOPs on Intolerance 

SAN ANTONIO — Former U.S. Secretary of Education 
Lamar Alexander has called for a major change in the tone of 
the Republican party if it hopes to regain the White House. 

Alexander, a former governor of Tennessee, told a group of 
party faithful in San Antonio the GOP must abandon the mean 
spirited attitude of the 1992 Houston convention and tell the 
public what the party stands for. 

“I don’t think we need to be making lists of people we don’t 
like or running people off,” he said. “I think we need to be 
thinking of ways we can help people reduce the crime rate, im¬ 
prove the schools, create more jobs, and cut health care costs.” 

Alexander, who was in the Alamo city to promote the third 
in a series of Republican neighborhood meetings carried on 
satellite, did not mention the Houston convention by name, but 
he did say the Reagan-Bush era and the Cold War are over, 
and the party must move on. 

He said, “We thought that what we needed to do was for 
the Republican party, especially now, if we want to earn our 
place, earn our right to elect more Republiceins in ’94 and ’96, 
... to practice what we’re for.” 

Alexander said the easiest thing to do is to talk about Pres¬ 
ident Clinton. 

But “The danger for us is that we have so much fun being 
out [of office] that we may forget our purpose is to get in, and 
to work on that.”

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Terence Davies Films the Discrepancy Between His Inner and Outer World 


The Art of Boys 


by Daniel Mangin 

T wo minutes into a 
chat with filmmaker 
Terence Davies, I re¬ 
alize that it was prob¬ 
ably a mistake having him 
drop by the B.A.R. at the 
precise moment each Monday 
morning when a luscious 
queue of models and escorts 
forms to meet the paper’s 
classifieds deadline. As we 
head up Ninth Street to a 
nearby cafe, one of the artists 
I respect most in the world 
tells me he’d chuck his whole 
career for a hot bod and a 
dull mind. 

“I wish I could do some¬ 
thing about my sexuality. I 
hate it,” he says. “If I could 
change it tomorrow, I would. 
No doubt about it, if I’d been 
very good-looking and had a 
great body and people lining 
up for me. I’d be quite happy. 
I wish I was very good-look¬ 
ing, great body, and really 
stupid. Then the world is 
your oyster.” 

Hoping no one too dogmat¬ 
ic has overheard my 
forthright guest, I remind him 
he’s in gay San Francisco. 
“You can’t go around saying 
you hate your sexuality. It up¬ 
sets the masses.” 


“But I do!” he exclaims as 
we order tea, and I sense that 
although he laces his lamenta¬ 
tions with humor (and al¬ 
though he sang the exact 
same refrain about his looks 
in a 1983 interview with this 
paper), the discrepancy be¬ 
tween Davies’ inner and outer 
worlds truly is as wrenching 
as his imagery onscreen sug¬ 
gests. 

Art House Favorites 

The filmmaker has pro¬ 
duced three feature works; 
The Terence Davies Trilogy 
(1976-84), three short films 
tracing the life of an abused 
child who matures into an 
adult tormented by his (gay) 
sexuality: Distant Voices, 
Still Lives (1988), a rework¬ 
ing of some of the same expe¬ 
riences that inspired the trilo¬ 
gy; and the just-released The 
Long Day Closes, about a 
young Liverpudlian’s escape 
into the movies. 

Davies’ films, art-house fa¬ 
vorites, are about as non-nar¬ 
rative as that crowd will toler¬ 
ate. He gives one of the clues 
to his success in answer to a 
question about the influence 
of music on his art: “Music 
and cinema are both abstract, 
in the end, but if you know

emotionally where you are, 
you’ll accept anything be¬ 
cause you know it’s going to 
•be revealed unto you later — 
because your inner harmonics 
says at some point it will re¬ 
solve to the minor or the ma¬ 
jor key.' 

The same is true of his 
very personal films: he assem¬ 
bles them — visually and au¬ 
rally — with such clarity and 
such a connection to the uni-

Terence Davies' 'The Long Day Closes' 

Enchanted Recollection

E ver since Marcel 
Proust wrote “A long 
time ago I used to go 
to bed early,” artists 
have searched the lost time of 
their childhoods, hoping to 
discover the origin of what 


they’ve since become. Judging 
from the wealth of recent of¬ 
ferings, filmmakers are as 
prone to this passion as writ¬ 
ers: think of John Boorman’s 
Hope and Glory, Lasse Hall- 
strom’s My Life as a Dog, 
Jean-Loup Hubert’s Grand 
Highway, or Marcel Pagnol’s 


My Mother’s Castle and My 
Father’s Glory. 

For all of these auteurs, 
childhood is a time of essen¬ 
tial innocence, an idyll which, 
however compromised by the 
abutment of the adult world, 
cannot be destroyed except 
(Continued on page 41} 


versal that audiences don’t 
fuss about the lack of plot. 

Our too-brief conversation 
— desperate not to miss his 
flight back to England, 
Davies wants to arrive at the 
airport five hours before he 
leaves — careens back and 
forth between sex and art. 
We continue our discussion 
about which of the two is 
more fulfilling.

Terence Davies: Nobody 
cares about those. 

Come on! 

No, that’s nothing. 

But you bring such joy with 
your films. I felt like I’d 
made love with your con¬ 
sciousness after seeing 
Long Day! 

(Laughs.) But no one wants 
to go to bed with me. I’m not 
being frivolous, but I reedly 
think it’s best not to feel, be¬ 
cause where does it get you? 
It brings you a lot of 
heartaches. But by the same 
token, I try to count my bless¬ 
ings. I do try. 

Are you more susceptible to 
gloom when you’re not 
working? 

I suppose. But there are 
those moments when you’re 
already low ... like when I ar¬ 
rived in LA on my way here 
and everyone was meeting 
someone except me. It 


pierced my heart. I thought, 
“I can’t go on. I’m sick of be¬ 
ing lonely. I’m sick of doing 
everything on my own.” 

That just gutted me. I 
wanted to go home right 
then. But you’ve promised to 
do interviews, and you can’t 
be miserable. I try to be jolly 
and reasonably amusing, but 
sometimes it’s a sheer effort 
of will. And then if someone 
says something nice to you 
and the tears start welling up 
inside you, you think, “Well, I 
can’t cry at an interview. This 
is absurd.” I’m basically a 
neurotic. 

Well, no. You’re beyond 
neurotic. I guess ... 

(Laughs heartily.) 

That sounds worse, doesn’t 
it? I wanted to cheer you 
up — instead I’m going to 
push you off the deep end. 

(Continues laughing.) 

What I meant to suggest 
was that being sentient is 
your gift and curse: you ex¬ 
perience life so deeply. You 
can’t or don’t numb yourself 
to its grimmer aspects. Yet 
you perceive such joy as 
well. 

I did try to portray the 
magic of being alive in The 
Long Day Closes, because in 
some ways I find it incredibly 
magical. 

Wcdking on the street in 
New York and listening to 
people use language, it gives 
me such joy. I went into a 
greasy spoon, and these three 
high school girls came in for 
their breakfast. Two of them 
got theirs, but the other one 
was left out. Her friend said, 
“Where’s the bagel?” And she 
said, “Yeah, I ordered a bagel. 

I want a bagel.” And the wait¬ 
ress said, “For god’s sake, you 
want a bagel?” “Yeah, I want 
a bagel.” “You want a bagel, 
you got it.” 

My god, that’s opera! 

Were you really as devout 
as a child as it appears in 
the film? 

I was terribly devout. 
Even today, if I know there 
are rules, I won’t break them. 
I can’t. Something in me 
won’t allow it. 

Then you glide into puber¬ 
ty and you don’t really know 
what’s happening sexually. 
And it’s a gay sexuality that 
you have, and you live in 
Britain where up until recent¬ 
ly, it was a criminal offense. 
Not only are you damned by 
the law, you’re damned by 
the Church. So you think that 
you must be beyond the love 
of God. 

That’s what I actually be¬ 
lieved. I prayed and prayed 
and prayed until my knees 
were literally raw, and of 
course, no succor came. Be¬ 
cause God was always out. 
Which was terribly depress¬ 
ing. 

When I made the trilogy, I 
was trying to work out my 
own sexual terror and my 
own spiritual terror. Then I 
went on to do Distant Voices, 
which — because my father 
had been so sadistically cruel

underwritten by right-wing 
foundations, whose members 
screen each episode before air 
date to ensure that no un¬ 
wholesome fare is given a 
thumbs-up. Medved gave an 
enthusiastic review on his 
show to McGee and Me, 
which Spy summarizes as a 
film “about a boy, his imagi¬ 
nary cartoon friend and all 
the fun they have with the 


Holy Bible.” The film was fi¬ 
nanced by one of Sneak Pre¬ 
views’ underwriters. 

Sure, Paul Rudnick's 
play Jeffrey picked up three 
Obie Awards last month, but 
it appears from the accompa¬ 
nying photo that the real 
prize for the cast was this 
RuPaul photo op. Confiden¬ 
tial to Ms. Paul: that nearly 
full-page article on you in the 
Sunday New York Times 
was wonderful PR, but 
you’ve been coasting on that 
“7 feet tall in wig and heels” 
line and your other five sound 
bites for about nine months 
now. You’d better work — on 
some new lines. 

Details details the zine 
scene in an article on the do- 
it-yourself publishing phe¬ 
nomenon. Although the arti¬ 
cle concentrates on music 
zines, it includes local celebs 
Larry-Bob of Holy Tit- 
clamps and Queer Zine Ex¬ 
plosion, and this paper’s own 
Michael Botkin. Diseased 
Pariah News editor Botkin 
even appears in a color photo, 
along with two Ken dolls in 
drag. 

G Q brings us an article on 
“The Straight Queer,” a piece 
ostensibly about how 
straights have co-opted gay 
culture for fun and profit. Au¬ 
thor David Kamp avoids 
the pratfalls that made Es¬ 
quire’s “Straight Camp” an 
unintentional howler, but he 
writes about how gay people 
have become trendy, without 
elaborating on his initial 
premise: that our music, dress 
styles, even our sideburns 
have been ripped off without 
our getting any credit. The 
“Q” word makes the inside ti¬ 
tle, but the cover refers to the 
article as “The Queening of 
America.” GQ has a lot of 
nerve talking about co-option, 
when it built its readership 
base on gay men and then de¬ 
liberately distanced itself 
from that gay audience at the 
beginning of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. But in the credit due 
department, the issue also has 
articles on bigotry and homo¬ 
phobia in Cincinnati, and a 
profile of pro-gay Mas¬ 
sachusetts governor William 
Weld. ▼ 


Paper brings us the news 
that Godfather III star Sofia 
Coppola stars in the upcom¬ 
ing film Inside Monkey 
Zetterland as a pregnant les¬ 
bian in love with Patricia 
Arquette. Perhaps in her 
second film, Coppola will 
manage to run the gamut of 
emotions from A to C. 

And according to the Star, 
Alexis Arquette, known as 
Luke Perry's roommate, the 
star of Grief, and as a popu¬ 
lar L.A. drag queen under the 
name Eva Destruction, has 
just married ... a woman. The 
blushing bride is identified in 
the Star only as “a 30-year- 
old female entrepreneur.” 
This about-face into hetero¬ 
sexuality looks suspiciously 
like one of those “good career 
moves.” 

The Hollywood Reporter 
notes that “for the first time 
in the 11-year history” of 
L.A.’s Gay/Lesbian Film Fest, 
studios are ponying up to sup¬ 
port the “traditionally ‘fringe’ 
event.”

E artha Kitt is a pistol — 
a sexy sexagenarian 
who says the last time 
she took a summer 
off was when her daughter 
Kitt was born. Now Eartha is 
a grandmother, she’s cut her 
hair short, and she’s spending 
what little spare time she has 
tending the vegetable garden 
on her 1773 Connecticut farm¬ 
house before heading our way 
for a one-night-stand with the 
San Francisco Symphony. As 
outspoken as ever, Kitt pulls 
no punches. 


Robert Julian: Do you have 
any surprises planned for 
this engagement with the 
Symphony? 

Eartha Kitt: The surprise 
is going to be me. It’s my first 
time with the San Freuicisco 
Symphony. 

I was thinking about the im¬ 
age of Eartha Kitt in the 
mind of John Q. Public, try¬ 
ing to figure out what im¬ 
ages they might be carrying 
around. I came up with 
“Santa Baby,” “I Want to be 
Evil,” Cat Woman, sex kit¬ 
ten ... 

... and man eater. What 
bothers me most is the con¬ 
cept of man eater. No wonder 
I don’t have a man in my life, 
everyone thinks I’m a man 
eater! Men are very intimidat- 
.. ed by me. Generally the pub¬ 
lic is extremely wonderful, 
they’ve been very kind to me. 
But there’s always a bitch 
somewhere that will make 
your life miserable. It’s usual¬ 
ly someone who has little tal¬ 
ent and, out of frustration, 
they take it out on you. But I 
can’t complain. 

How much of that image is 
your conscious creation and 
how much is coincidence or 
circumstance? 

I would say it’s all circum¬ 
stance, but of course I used 
the opportunities to my ad¬ 
vantage. The audience has a 
certain expectation of you, 
and I interpreted it their way. 
I think the audience molds a 
personality. I’m not manufac¬ 
tured and packaged like 
Madonna. 

What did you think of 
Madonna’s rendition of 
“Santa Baby”? 

I didn’t. She asked me 
what I thought of it and I told 
her, “You’ll make a lot of 
money, so don’t worry about 
it.” 

How does your race figure 
into your career? 

I’m learning that in my 
country, blacks of fair skin 


don’t have the same opportu¬ 
nity as darker blacks, because 
the business person wants a 
more clearly identifiable 
black person. 

But, at least among black 
men. I’ve always thought 
that the black woman of 
lighter complexion was tra¬ 
ditionally considered the 
most desirable. 

That’s just social condition¬ 
ing. Two of the biggest black 
personalities in our profes-

sion, men I thought would be 
great partners for me, told me 
that a black women could do 
nothing for them. So they 
married white women. They 
were at a certain point in 
their career and I think the 
decision had something to do 
with status. The men were 
Sidney Poitier and Harry Be- 
lafonte. They divorced beauti¬ 
ful brown-skinned women, 
who were very intelligent, to 
marry white women. 

And professionally, there’s 
a glass ceiling you can’t get 
beyond. You can only go so 
far, because the elevation 
point for us brown people is 
limited. Look at television. In 
TV series, do you see mulatta 
women? Both worlds — white 
and black — get annoyed with 
any mention of this, but you 
don’t find one beautiful mu¬ 
latta woman as a television 
star, not one. 

When I did Salome for 
television in the ’50s, I called 
my talent agency first — the 
William Morris Agency, and 
they said, “Don’t you know 
what color you are?’’ I asked 
them, “Don’t you know what 
color Salome was?” They 
didn’t do anything for me. I 
told them if they didn’t get 
me the name of the director 
of the Ford Foundation, who 
was putting on these produc¬ 
tions, I’d go find him myself, 
which I did. The William 
Morris Agency called me a 
bitch, a trouble-maker, rude — 
the agencies are often the first 
to give you problems. They 
said I was the most beautiful

Gay Author/Director Nicky Silver 

Playwright Without a Pedestal

S an Francisco has not 
been hospitable to 
Nicky Silver. In town 
to direct Free Will and 
Wanton Lust, a play he also 
wrote. Silver has unsuccess¬ 
fully cruised every bar in 
town, and as if that weren’t 
bad enough, he was mugged 
at knifepoint outside the Fair¬ 
mont. 

A New Yorker by way of 
Philadelphia (he entered 
NYU at 16 and stayed). Silver 
is only just coming into his 
own as a playwright. He’s 32, 
Jewish, gay, and the author of 
plays such as Fat Men in 
Skirts (which was produced 
at the Magic Theatre last 
year). Oral and Anal: A Love 
Story, and My Marriage to 
Ernest Borgnine. I mistaken¬ 
ly label his dark comedy/dra¬ 
ma Free Will and Wanton 
Lust a gay play. Silver cor¬ 
rects me. “I don’t think of it 
as a gay play, Mr. Wisen- 
heimer,” he admonishes. 
“There is a character dealing 
with the question of his sexu¬ 
al orientation, and I think, 
thematically, it h 2 is a lot to do 
with the position of gay peo¬ 
ple in our culture. I know in 
print this will sound very cur- 
mudgeonish of me, but I 
think when you start calling 
something a gay play then 
you label it — and that can ul¬ 
timately be diminishing. It’s 
not for me to say whether it’s 
a gay play, a straight play, or 
a comedy or a drama. It’s 
only for me to make some¬ 
thing I like and hope people 
like it and they can tell me 
what the hell it is. Now I’m 
sounding soporific. You don’t 
tell me if I’ve gone too far be¬ 
cause you don’t care.’’ 

Worried the interview is 
not going well. Silver wants 
to know who else I’ve inter¬ 
viewed. He considers the list 
of names. “I bet I’m wearing a 
lot more clothes than Jack 
Wrangler,” he says. Now 
we’re on the subject of his 
dandyish ensemble: a bright 
red jacket (from I. Magnin), a 
striped vest (75 cents from 
Goodwill in New York), and a 
designer tie. “I usually wear a 
giant suit to be interviewed 
in, “ he says. “I have a 58 port¬ 
ly that I’ve been wearing 
around town, but the big suit 
is too asexual, really. It’s a 
housing I hide in as opposed 
to garmenture. Besides, I was 
hoping to use this interview 
largely as a platform to adver¬ 
tise myself as a sexual entity 
among the community and 
announce a date and time I 
would be at a certain place, 
but I thought better of it.” 

Beautiful Vistas 

At last, we’re talking about 
San Francisco and inching to¬ 
ward details of his mugging. 
He has been in San Francisco 
for five weeks. “It’s flown by 
like a decade,” Silver quips. 
Asked to describe our fair 
city. Silver pauses and comes 
up with the empty, “It has 
many beautiful vistas.” He 
has reason to hold a grudge 
against San Francisco. His 
last play, in his words, “laid 
an egg here,” and he was re¬ 
cently the victim of violent 
crime on Nob Hill, where he 
is living. He describes the 
mugging: “I was walking 
home and this young person, 
obviously with a drug prob¬ 
lem, walked up behind me. 


He was shaking and sweating 
— much more nervous than I. 
He was quite considerate in 
that a) he didn’t kill me, and 
b) he did actually leave the 
bulk of my credit cards. Go 
figure. I bear no grudge. I live 
in New York, euid I’ve been 
mugged several times, so it’s 
like falling off a log to me.” 

Silver’s disdain for our ur¬ 
ban hills has £ilso led to an in¬ 
teresting San Francisco expe¬ 
rience. “To avoid going up

my hill on Mason Street, 1 
walk up Polk Street,” Silver 
explains. “I walk amongst the 
many youngsters who try to 
engage one in sexual activity. 
I’m assuming for money.” He 
pauses for dramatic effect. “I 
have actually dined with sev¬ 
eral of these young men. I 
told them I wasn’t interested 
in having sex with them, but 
I would be fascinated to take 
them out to dinner. I fancy 
myself the Fagin of Polk 
Street.” 

Silver says this is a com¬ 
pletely new aberration in his 
personality. “The first time I 
did it, my heart was racing 
the whole time. Don’t ask me 
why. I mean, I was in a public 
place, a restaurant where 
nothing terrible can happen 
to me, and yet, it was quite 
frightening to me. Isn’t that 
sad? I’ve gotten to know sev¬ 
eral of them quite well. I’m 
fascinated by them. I feel em¬ 
pathy for them. The thing 


they have in common is that 
they all have methods amd 
have gone through periods of 
time where they have system¬ 
atically turned off to avoid 
feeling what they would be 
feeling if they allowed them¬ 
selves to.” 

When I tell him the whole 
scenario is very Gus Van 
Sant, Silver says, “I don’t 
know what that means. I 
don’t know who that is.” But 
feeling the need to cleanse his 
name. Silver continues to ex¬ 
plain. “Should this become a 
part of my life, I think it 
would lose its fascination. 
Does that make sense to you? 
I’m so glad.” 

Complete Mystery 

Perhaps Silver’s seedy 
slumming is a result of his 
failure on the gay social 
scene. “I haven’t met a soul 
here,” he moans, “and let me 
tell you, I have been in every 
watering hole in this berg. It’s 
a complete mystery to me 
what goes on in this town. I 
realize it’s a lack in me. No 
one has talked to me — how¬ 
ever, I can see they’re talking 
to each other.” 

When I attempt to com¬ 
pare him to Jon Robin Baitz, 
another up-and-coming 32- 
year-old gay New York play¬ 
wright, Silver will have none 
of it. “I’m not his contempo¬ 
rary! He’s world famous and 
rich as Midas. Really, he 
could buy and sell ten of me, 
and I hope he does. I have no 
bitterness. More power to 
him. There you have it. He’s 
a big-titted hit, to borrow a 
line from Network. He’s 
made a big success of himself, 
and who could be happier 
than him ... and myself, of 
course.” 

In a career that has taken 
him from selling tokens in an 
adult video arcade to clothing 
(Continued on next page)

— was a kind of a catharsis. 
Although there never is a 
catharsis when you’re scarred 
by such early abuse. 

After that, there was just 
one more tale to tell, about 
the four years between my fa¬ 
ther dying and me going to 
secondary school. 

The third film is so differ¬ 
ent in mood from the other 
two. 

Those four years from seven 
to eleven, I was sick with hap¬ 
piness, I discovered the movies 
at seven. I was taken to see 
Singing in the Rain. At eleven 
I discovered Doris Day! It was 
just unutterable happiness. 
And then I saw that man, that 
bricklayer (in The Long Day 
Closes), and everything col¬ 
lapsed. It was awful. 

In the film, the boy slips, 
deflated, to the floor after 
the man winks at him. Lat¬ 
er, his classmates seem to 
sense he’s “a fruit” and pick 
on him. 

I don’t think I was picked 
on for being gay. It’s a group 
dynamic that I’ve seen at 
work so often. It’s instinctive, 
it’s not intellectual. Choose a 
pariah and go after him. For 
whatever reason. 

Your films rekindle for me 
that old conundrum, the no¬ 
tion of a “gay sensibility” 
arising out of the specific 
experience of being homo¬ 
sexual. 

Would I have made the 
same films if I were hetero¬ 
sexual? It’s really so hard to 
know. The people I went to 
the cinema with were all 
straight, but they had the 
same experiences as well. But 
as for how those experiences 


affected my art, they certainly 
inspired those first three 
works. I had to do them. If I 
could have chosen, I would 
have made, oh. Young at 
Heart or any musical by 
Arthur Freed or even Mother 
Wore Tights. But nobody’s 
writing musicals anymore. 

Isn’t The Long Day Closes 
a musical? 

Someone did say it was a 
musical, albeit an “angst-rid¬ 
den, Proustian’’ one. 

You’ve made three features 
in 18 years, with such leaps 
cinematically between them. 
What do you do during 
your down time? 

I spend a lot of time think¬ 
ing about screen grammar. 
When I was making the trilo¬ 
gy, I was doing things instinc¬ 
tively, but I didn’t know what 
they meant. And you’ve got 
to know what they mean. 

Film does something that 
no other art form does, ex¬ 
cept possibly music. A close- 
up doesn’t mean anything on 
its own. But when you juxta¬ 
pose it with something else, 
there’s an ambiguity that aris¬ 
es between the cut. 

Now, you may work out 
immediately what it meant, 
and that’s fine. Or you may 
have to work it out later. For 
instance, I was watching a bit 
of Now, Voyager the other 
day on television, and when 
Bette Davis comes back from 
her cruise — she’s in that won¬ 
derful black outfit — and she 
goes in the door. She’s about 
to go in to see Gladys Cooper 
and she just stops. Cut to in¬ 
side the door and she comes, 
in. 

You take that close-up out, 
have her come in the door, up 
the stairs, go into Gladys 
Cooper, and it’s not as power¬ 
ful. But the close-up on its 
own doesn’t really mean any¬ 


thing, either. You think, “Well, 
it’s just Bette Davis in a won¬ 
derful hat and nice frock.’’ But 
going from this [holds his 
hands out wide] and then into 
that tiny detail, gives the rest 
of what you then see a huge 
meaning. And it also reverber¬ 
ates forward and backward. 

So much in the cinema 
works that way. If someone 
cries in a film — but cries prop¬ 
erly, not just weeps all over 
the place — for the next five 
scenes you cannot get that out 
of your emotional memory. It 
colors everything you see. It 
just colors it in such a power¬ 
ful way that you remember. 

How do you feel about peo¬ 
ple campaigning for gay 
rights? Is it a quixotic es¬ 
capade to attempt to change 
culture? 

No, absolutely not. I don’t 
think it’s quixotic at all. I 
think, though, if it didn’t hap¬ 
pen here, it probably wouldn’t 
have happened at all. The rest 
of the world has taken the cue 
on gay rights from America. 
So I think that’s a great 
achievement, but the rights in 
Britain could be taken away 
just like that. 

Here, too. 

But you feel that — the dif¬ 
ference here is that everyone 
would be up in arms. How 
dare you? In England, there’s 
such pervasive apathy. Some 
people are very active politi¬ 
cally, of course. I am not, be¬ 
cause I’d feel a hypocrite say¬ 
ing I’m glad that I’m gay be¬ 
cause I’m not. 

But I won’t apologize. The 
one thing that would get me 
on the streets would be if they 
tried to recriminalize it. That 
would push me off the deep 
end, because no one should 
have to know what it’s like to 
be a de facto criminal because 
of your sexuality. ▼ 
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salesman to playwright. Sil¬ 
ver says he has had nearly ev¬ 
ery job there is to have. “I re¬ 
viewed pornography for a 
while in New York,’’ he says. 
“You raise a judgmental eye¬ 
brow, I think. It was my job 
to review straight and gay 
pornography. I did it for sev¬ 
eral months. The last film 
they gave me was Let Me 
Tell You About Fat Chicks. 
Now this was, aside from be¬ 
ing somewhat derivative of 
Visconti’s later work, some¬ 
thing for which I found I had 
no aesthetic criteria with 
which to judge. That was the 
last film I did. Films were rat¬ 
ed with four spurts. I gave 


that film no spurts.’’ 

Though he is now exclu¬ 
sively involved with legiti¬ 
mate theater as a playwright 
and director. Silver does not 
consider himself a talent of 
the moment. “I’m just inching 
along,’’ he says. “You have 
tried to put me on a pedestal 
of literary importance and 
success. I have done every¬ 
thing I can do to demote my¬ 
self to groveling wordsmith 
with every utterance. As well 
as a director of ill-repute. I’m 
just a goon trying to eke out a 
meager living with meager or

Two Weeks With Pasolini 


has somewhat overshadowed 
his many artistic accomplish¬ 
ments. Actress Laura Betti 
(who appears in several en¬ 
tries here) was a driving force 
behind this series, which hon¬ 
ors the director’s prodigious 
contribution to Italian culture. 

Broad Range 

Pasolini’s works encom¬ 
pass a broad range of genres 
(documentaries, fables, reli¬ 
gious and historical pictures, 
contemporary dramas and 
comedies, euid classic litera¬ 
ture and mythology), but sev¬ 
eral concerns emerge repeat¬ 
edly: the adverse effects of 
Italy’s industricdization; the in¬ 
equities of Western capital¬ 
ism; the consequences of male 
chauvinism: and the roles de¬ 
nial and irrationality play in 
the construction of belief sys¬ 
tems. 

A dizzying example of the 
last occurs in the 1964 
documentary Love Meeting^, 
during which Pasolini quizzes 
women and young girls about 
equal rights, which most 
claim to have. When he 
points out disparities social 
and economic, most of them 
agree that he’s correct — but 
still insist they’re equal. Nev¬ 
er let the facts intrude on re¬ 
ality seems to be the operat¬ 
ing principle. 

Wary Outlook 

Although Pasolini’s middle 
and later works attempt more 
blatantly to scandalize, even 
in the wry Accattone, his first 
film, his take on humankind 
is wary at best. In notes about 
the title character, a “subpro¬ 
letarian” Neapolitan pimp, he 
wrote, “I recognized in this 
soul all the ancient evils (and 
all the ancient, innocent, 
goodness of the pure life). I 
could not help but observe his 
moral and material misery, 
his ferocious and wasted 
sense of irony, his obsessive 
and crushing state of anxiety, 
his scornful idleness, his sen¬ 
suality devoid of ideals, and 
in addition to this, his pagan 
atavic and superstitious 
Catholicism... . I trust that 
there will be few spectators 
who will see a meaning of 
hope in the sign of the cross 
with which the film ends.” 

This is not to say that Pa¬ 
solini had no sense of humor 
or of the general quirkiness of 
the human spirit. His appreci¬ 
ation of life’s many absurdi¬ 
ties is most obvious in The 
Comic Episodes and Hawks 
and Sparrows, but it surfaces 
conspicuously in nearly all his 
works. 

(That he had an eye for 
hunky guys is also clear. His 
great love Ninetto Davoli ap¬ 
pears in many of the dramatic 
features — Davoli broke Pa¬ 
solini’s heart when he mar¬ 
ried in the 1970s — and the di¬ 
rector’s camera has an eye for 
rough trade that surpasses 
even the late Curt McDowell.) 

The grim yet mordant 
Salo, an “updating” of the 
Marquis de Sade’s 120 Days 
of Salo, was Pasolini’s final 
picture. This outrageous film 
is often taken as his “ultimate 
statement” about humankind, 
which — chronology notwith¬ 
standing — may not be the 
case. It is worth noting that 
his more celebratory “Trilogy 
of Life,” — The Decameron, 
The Canterbury Tales and 
The Arabian Nights — imme¬ 
diately preceded Salo

I spent the past two 
weeks communing with 
the cinematic spirit of 
Pier Paolo Pasolini, an 
experience by turns exhilarat¬ 
ing and exhausting. Your 
chance to do the same comes 
July 23-August 5, when the 
San Francisco Film Society 
and the Istituto Italiano di 
Cultura present a retrospec¬ 
tive of his works — including 
several rarely exhibited in 
America — at the Castro The¬ 
atre. 

A daring poet, novelist and 
filmmaker, the openly, fla¬ 
grantly gay Pasolini was an 


agitator, a Marxist-influenced 
social critic who delighted in 
shocking Italians by blazoning 
the screen with their deepest 
taboos — sexual, political and 
spiritual. His sharply ex¬ 
pressed viewpoints and par¬ 
ticipation in the leftist move¬ 
ment made him a fixture in 
the Italian, post-World War II 
cultural debate. His pictures 
were often shut down at the 
behest of the Catholic 
Church, the government or 
both; he was also arrested 
over their content. 

The filmmaker’s violent 
death — he was run over by 
his own car, a disgruntled 
trick most likely at the helm — 
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Queer poet, filmmaker, and social activist Pier Paolo Pasolini 


(though, significantly, the trio 
reflected on the past while 
Salo, set in the 1940s, stared 
directly at contemporary real¬ 
ity). 

A Painter's Eye 

Pasolini constructed his 
films with a painter’s eye. 

“What I have in my head 
like a vision, like a visual 
field, are the frescoes of 
Masaccio and Giotto,” he 
wrote. 

This tactic was something 
of a double-edged sword, for 
however applicable some as¬ 


pects of painting are to the 
cinema, the two media pos¬ 
sess intrinsic differences that 
undermine attempts to trans¬ 
fer aesthetic strategies whole¬ 
sale. 

For instEince, a fresco may 
proceed in a linear, horizontal 
direction, but the viewer 
needn’t take it in that way. 
The eye can roam over a fres¬ 
co, move backward and for¬ 
ward, et cetera. 

Well-edited sequences in Ac- 
cattone and Oedipus Rex 
indicate that Pasolini under-

Pasolini Retrospective Overview 


Below is a brief overview of 
the works included in the “Pier 
Paolo Pasolini: The Eyes of a 
Poet” retrospective that were 
available for preview: 

Fable, Comedy 

Italian comic Toto, whose 
presence at once recalls Buster 
Keaton and Groucho Marx, 
teams with Ninetto Davoli in 
Hawks and Sparrows (1966), a 
likable if meandering fable about 
two innocents who attempt to 
spread the word of God. Tagging 
along is a Marxist-philosophy- 
spouting raven. The film plays 
with The Comic Episodes, made 
in the 1960s: Silvana Mangano 
shines in “The Earth Seen From 
the Moon” segment July 23 and 
28. 

Social Criticism 

Teorema {The Theorem, 
1968) and Pigsty{l969) ridicule 
the shallowness and corruption 
of the middle class. In Teorema 
(one of Pasolini’s most successful 
films), handsome Terence Stamp 
seduces, one by one, an Italian 
family — then splits. His depar¬ 
ture sends them into a psycholog¬ 
ical tailspin. Pigsty was not 
available for preview. July 24 and 
30. 

Religious Drama 

The Gospel According to 
Matthew (1964) is a reverent, 
fairly literal (and spectacularly vi¬ 
sual) rendering of the New Testa¬ 
ment story, which of course be¬ 
came embroiled in controversy 
upon release. It screens July 25 
with Seeking Locations in Pales¬ 
tine for the Film ‘The Gospel 
According to Matthew’ (eventu¬ 
ally filmed in Italy). 

Sex Queries 

Accattone (1961, see accom¬ 
panying story) plays July 26 with 
The Anger, not previewed, and 
the next night with Love Meet¬ 
ings (1964). In the latter — a fas¬ 
cinating verite documentary — a 
confrontive, at times disillu¬ 
sioned Pasolini queries Italians 


about sex (hetero and homo), di¬ 
vorce, abortion, prostitution, and 
other taboo topics. (The July 27 
double bill is an excellent intro¬ 
duction to Pasolini.) 

Greek Tragedy 

The pictures (mostly) tell the 
story in Oedipus Rex (1967) and 
Medea (1970). Oedipus is more 
effective visually, though the at¬ 
traction on this bill is a non¬ 
singing Maria Callas, who plays 
Medea with unrestrained 
vengeance (surprise, surprise). 
July 29 and 31. 

Ribald Classics 

Pasolini’s worldwide popular¬ 
ity increased with his illustration 
of three ribald classics (out of 
which he excerpted some of the 
most ribald moments): The De¬ 
cameron (1970, great, silly fun); 
The Canterbury Tales (1972, in a 
word, horrible); and The Arabian 
Nights (1974, solidly entertain¬ 
ing). The three play Aug. 1. De¬ 
cameron repeats Aug. 3 (with 
The Walls of Sana’a, a homage 
to the town where Pasolini shot 
Boccaccio’s stories); Tales and 
Nights screen again Aug. 4. 

Notes and Docs 

Not available for preview 
were three nonfiction works, two 
of them preliminary pieces to¬ 
ward films never completed: 
Notes for a Film About India 
(1968); Notes for an African Ores- 
tia (1970) and The Walls of 
Sana’a (1971). Aug. 2. 

Power, Perversity 

Salo (1975) is a savvy if over¬ 
bearing assessment of one, very 
cruel, aspect of humanity. Power 
and perversity are seductively re¬ 
pulsive in this deliberately scan¬ 
dalous picture. Aug. 5.

For the Little Boys

I t’s a Disney picture, not 
Touchstone or Holly¬ 
wood Pictures, but Dis¬ 
ney. And in any movie 
aimed at ten-year-olds, you 
know right away how those 
mean old witches are going to 
finish. At least in this depart¬ 
ment, Hocus Focus doesn’t 
disappoint. But for anyone 
outside the intended age 
bracket. Hocus will be a total 
yawn. 

The film opens in 1693 
Salem, Massachusetts, where 
three witches are sucking the 
life from a sweet young girl 
and transforming her pre- 
pubescent brother into a 
cat. It is the life force of chil¬ 
dren that keeps the witches 
young. The witches lose this 
opening round and get 
burned at the stake, only to 
be brought back to life 300 
years later on Halloween 
night. Resurrected by three 
children, they immediately re¬ 
turn to kiddie-baiting with a 
vengeance, once again putting 
a spell on the tykes of Salem 
before getting their inevitable 
comeuppance. 

The head witch in this 
opus is Bette Midler, who 
looks a lot like Bucky Beaver 
and plays the wicked 
Winifred the way Norma 
Desmond might portray the 
bride of Frankenstein. Unfor¬ 
tunately, she hasn’t been giv¬ 
en much to do. The script is a 
high tech extended version of 
those generic kiddie plays 
that used to tour grade 


schools when I was a child. 
Midler delivers lots of histri¬ 
onic poses, but only comes to 
life in the film’s one musical 
number, “I Put a Spell on 
You,” which is bound to turn 
up at the Midnight Sun some¬ 
time soon. 


Saturday Night Redux 

Midler’s film sisters—I like 
to think of them as the Witch 
Harlettes — are played by 
• Kathy Najimy and Sarah Jes¬ 
sica Parker. Najimy is the fat 
witch, with something of an 
eating disorder (she just can’t 
get enough of those kids) and 
Parker is the dizzy semi-slut 
who always ends up sitting 
on some man’s lap. As direct¬ 
ed by Kenny Ortega, all three 
actresses produce characteri¬ 
zations that aspire to camp 
but deliver only caricature—a 
lot like those flat Saturday 
Night Live skits. The end re¬ 
sult is an exceedingly long 
100 minutes. 

Hocus Focus boasts Dis¬ 
ney special effects that are 
quite engaging— atalkingcat, 
flying witches, and a book of 
spells with working eyeballs 
on the cover. But at the pre¬ 
view screening at the Royal 
Theatre, the nighttime scenes 
were so dark, you got eye 
strain trying to follow the ac¬ 
tion. Disney needs to pay 
more attention to quality con¬ 
trol in their prints, or the Blu- 
menfeld organization needs to 
upgrade the projection equip¬ 
ment at the Royal.

As a boomer queer with 
no children of my own, I can’t 
say for sure how well this 
film will play with kids. Cer¬ 


tainly its cartoon approach is 
less frightening than Jurassic 
Fark, which I would never 
take a child under the age of 
ten to see. But die-hard adult 
Midler fans would be better 
off renting For the Boys one 
more time. Ironically, it’s the 
commercial failure of that 
film (an eight-year pet project 
of Midler’s) that caused her to 
surrender to her studio and 
make Hocus Focus. Midler 
also says she did this one for 
her six-year-old daughter, So¬ 
phie. 

It’s a curious world we live 
in these days — a world in 


which Barry Goldwater 
comes out in favor of gays in 
the military and Bette Midler, 
gay icon and former cabaret 
vulgarian, becomes the Dis¬ 
ney darling, muse to the Fruit 
Lx)ops crowd. If little Sophie 
is half as sophisticated as her 
mom probably was at the age 
of six, she’ll take one look at 
Hocus Focus, roll back her 
eyes and sigh, “Oh, mom!”

haps a more important goal 
than recreating the form. 

At other times, though, he 
seems content merely to do 


the latter. The fact that his 
technique has a theoretical ba¬ 
sis — and that he for the most 
part executes his design mas¬ 
terfully — makes the experi¬ 
ence of it in practice no less 
enervating. 

This said, one cannot help 
but admire the consistency 
and power of his output. Af¬ 
ter viewing a dozen features 
in this retrospective, some of 
which are not “great cinema” 
(however breathtaking indi¬ 
vidual segments may be), I 
nevertheless came away awed 
by his wisdom and commit¬ 
ment. His films alternately 
prod, cajole, or grab viewers 
by the throat, ail in a plea 
that we reexamine our as¬ 
sumptions about how the 
world operates and how we 
operate in it. ▼

Broadway Babies

S eems the newest torch 
song on the Great 
White Way these days 
is the lilting “Isn’t It 
Ironic?” Three Broadway di¬ 
vas — working actresses Betty 
Buckley and Patti LuPone, 
and erstwhile Broadway Fan¬ 
ny Brice Barbra Streisand — 
have just released albums 
brimming with show tunes. 
The irony is that Buckley and 
LuPone have been busting 
their buns on the boards for 
well over a decade and their 
biggest claim to fame in the 
wonderful world of show biz 
is playing moms in sitcom 
suburbia (Buckley as Abby on 
Eight Is Enough and LuPone 
as Libby on Life Goes On). 
The find sad irony in all this 
is that Streisand, who per¬ 
haps should have been a sit¬ 
com mom instead of the next 
great cinematic auteur {Bar¬ 
bra’s Kids or Oy, Barbra!), 
can hardly deliver the vocal 
goods anymore without trip¬ 
ping all over her giant person¬ 
ality. Irony aside, however, 
show queens do have good 
cause to rejoice: some won¬ 
derful subjects have just en¬ 
tered their kingdom. 

Betty Buckley 
Children Will Listen 
(Sterling Records) 

This minor label release is 
a minor miracle. Buckley, 
who has one of the most dis¬ 
tinctive Broadway belts in 
contemporary musical the¬ 
atre, has only released one 
previous album,, which was 
short on show tunes and long 
on pretension. 

Well, Children Will Listen 
is all show music, and the 
best news of all: it’s fresh. 
With only two yawners (“Nev¬ 
er Never Land” and the ubiq¬ 
uitous “Memory”) in the col¬ 
lection, Buckley, who pro¬ 
duced with Kenny Werner, 
has turned out a lilting, emo¬ 
tionally drenched aural 
showstopper. 

The arrangements by 
Werner, Buckley, and Michel 
Colombier take a striking 
light jazz cabaret approach 
that showcases Buckley’s sen¬ 
sitive lyric readings. The song 
selection is almost entirely 
Sondheim and Lloyd Web¬ 
ber, along with Stephen 
Schwartz’s “Meadowlark” 


(from The Baker’s Wife) and 
a real treat for musical flop 
fanatics: “When There’s No 
One,” the first recorded cut 
from one of the greatest musi¬ 
cal disasters of all time: Car¬ 
rie: The Musical. Buckley has 
the dubious honor of having 
starred in that show (as Mrs. 
White), but based on her 
work here, it shouldn’t be 
long before some brilliant 
tunesmith crafts a role to 
feature Buckley’s odd, emo¬ 
tive tremolo. 

Patti LuPone 
Patti LuPone Live 
(RCA Victor) 

As you read this, no doubt 
Patti LuPone is steamrolling 
her way through another 
great musical stage role as 
Norma Desmond in Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s Sunset 
Boulevard, which just 
opened in London. Since it 
will be a while before 
LuPone returns to our shores, 
we have her two-disc live 
recording to tide us over. As 
her first live recording, in¬ 
deed, her first solo recording, 
these discs are truly to be sa¬ 
vored. 

Recorded in Los Angeles 
over two nights last January, 
LuPone spends the first disc 
giving us a flashy cabaret act. 
With her four-man back-up 
group, the Mermen (appropri¬ 
ately named since they are 
backing our most Merman-es- 
que singing actress), LuPone 
sails through the work of

Weill (“I’m a Stranger Here 
Myself,” “My Ship,” 
“Surabaya Johnny”), Porter (“I 
Get a Kick Out of You” and a 
ravishing “Come to the Su¬ 
permarket in Old Peking”), 
Berlin (“I’ve Got the Sun in 
the Morning”), and Sondheim 
(a powerhouse “Being Alive” 
just like the one she did at the 
Carnegie Hall Sondheim trib¬ 
ute). 

Disc two is “Patti’s Great¬ 
est Hits,” or featured songs 
she sang in musicals such as 
Evita, The Robber Bride¬ 
groom, The Baker’s Wife, Les 


Miserables, Anything Goes, 
and Marc Blitzstein’s The 
Cradle Will Rock. Through¬ 
out, LuPone is in tremendous 
voice. She loves going into 
character for each song, turn¬ 
ing the emotions on full 
Broadway blast, even if it 
means her overacting does 
not translate from stage to 
disc. For those less hearty 
souls who enjoy a full-throttle 
show tune but not for 90 min¬ 
utes, a shortened highlight 
disc is available. 

Barbra Streisand 
Back to Broadway 
(Columbia) 

Back to Broadway, Barbra 
Streisand’s follow-up to her 
mega-successful Broadway 
Album, is a well-crafted 
work of popular show music 
that is just not all it should 
be. Her first studio album 
since 1988’s pop song cycle al¬ 
bum Till I Loved You, Back 
to Broadway has its share of 
gems, but the clinkers re¬ 
sound with the echoes of de¬ 
tractors who began calling 
her Barbra Strident all those 
years ago. 

When Streisand is not 
overcome with her need to in¬ 
terpret songs to death, she 
turns in some impassioned 
performances, most of which 
can be credited to Stephen 
Sondheim. His “Children Will 
Listen,” “Everybody Says 
Don’t,” and “Move On” are all 
standout tracks. 

A wonderful surprise is 
Streisand’s duet with Michael 
Crawford, who repeats his 
role as the Phantom for a 
beautifully harmonized “The 
Music of the Night.” The two 
haven’t mixed their vocal

stylings since Hello, Dolly in 
1969, and the results this time 
out are much more satisfying. 

Not so lucky is poor John¬ 
ny Mathis, who duets with 
Streisand on a medley from 
West Side Story. Johnny 
limps weakly through “I Have 
a Love/One Hand, One Heart” 
while Streisand ungraciously 
beats him to a vocal pulp. 
Other disasters are “Some 
Enchanted Evening” and 
“I’ve Never Been in Love Be¬ 
fore.” 

Streisand used to be com¬ 
mended for her unique lyric 
interpretation, but she seems 
to have forgotten that mean¬ 
ing derived from lyrics should 
actually have something to do 
with the lyrics. Alas, the 
exquisite hypnotic spell of 
“Some Enchanted Evening” 
is soundly blasted into a thou¬ 


sand tiny Streisand 
smithereens. 

Stealing a little of Patti 
LuPone’s thunder, Streisand 
premieres two songs from 
Andrew Lloyd Webber’s Sun¬ 
set Boulevard. Streisand per¬ 
forms them with appropriate 
dramatic restraint, allowing 
them to resonate and improve 
with each listening. 

While hardly a failure. 
Back to Broadway delivers 
an aggressive, I’m-not-nearly- 
finished Streisand, and as en¬ 
joyable and full of striking 
moments as it is, there’s a fe¬ 
rocity to the voceds that pre¬ 
vents the flashes of transcen¬ 
dent beauty that made The 
Broadway Album such a joy. 
Back to Broadway is too 
much about the singer and 
not enough about the song.

Drink Up and Leave

Marc Almond 
Twelve Years of Tears 
Sire 

T ragic love and pathos 
have been the stuff of 
song for millennia. 
But for a young gen¬ 
eration of gay men and les¬ 
bians, the favored music of 
their elders was too wrapped 
up in memories of the closet, 
furtive sexual encounters that 
ended in beatings, suicide, 
and all the trappings of pre- 
Stonewall homosexual life in 
America. 

The talent of Judy Garland 
and her cohorts wasn’t the is¬ 
sue; it was the old way of gay 
life attached to the music that 
drove the next generation 
away from it, into the thump¬ 
ing bass of disco divas and 
synth wizards. 

Gay twentysomethings of 


the mid^Os had as deep a 
need for aching, pining music 
as their predecessors, and 
they found it in Morrissey, 
The Smiths, and Soft Cell, 
the band fronted by Marc Al¬ 
mond. But this was pathos 
with a twist — not music to 
kill yourself by, but music 
that could wring a wry laugh 
out of you, a laugh at your 
own pathetic, adolescent self¬ 
absorption. It was the perfect 
prescription for a self-con¬ 
scious generation. 

Rage and Betrayal 

Marc Almond sang of rage 
and betrayal; but in the end, 
he vowed to “drown you in 
your cappucino.” In “It’s a 
Mug’s Game,” drunk and 
alone in a bar at closing time, 
Almond doesn’t mourn his 
state — he doesn’t have the 
stamina. Choosing between 
spending his last dollar on a 
ride home or a pack of fags, 
Almond loses his money in 


the cigarette machine “and 
the manager says ‘Tough shit! 
Drink up and leave.’ ” 

“It’s a Mug’s Game” 
doesn’t make it onto Twelve 
Years of Tears, but plenty of 
other Soft Cell and solo Al¬ 
mond classics are here, in¬ 
cluding “Tears Run Rings” 
and “Bedsitter.” What’s most 
surprising about these songs 
is how well they hold up over 
time. Almond mixes his own 
classics with renditions of 
songs by Brel and Aznavour, 
and they hold their own in 
that company. Almond is the 
BrechtAVeil of yet another 
generation that woke up one 
dawn in a nightclub to discov¬ 
er youth was wasted on the 
young. This isn’t music for 
the sunshine and ecstasy gen¬ 
eration, but the one just be¬ 
fore it, the generation that 
seems to have just missed out 
on everything. At least with 
this album, we can laugh 
about it. ▼

by time and so remains invio¬ 
late in the realm of memory.

Day Closes falls within this

lection. Viewers who remem¬ 
ber either The Terence 
Davies Trilogy or Distant 
Voices, Still Lives may be 
surprised at the quiet joy evi¬ 
dent in this new film. But as 
Davies explains. The Long 
Day Closes is “about discov¬ 
ering cinema,” about his first 
love for this art form, as well 
as “about being happy — very 
often being happy about noth¬ 
ing in particular. I remember 
during my first years at 
school being in a state of ec¬ 
stasy and running down the 
street in the morning think¬ 
ing, ‘I must remember this 
moment.’ ” In the context of 
Davies’ earlier, rather sorrow¬ 
ful work, this confession of 
lost joy comes as a revelation.

ment” is precisely what The 
Long Day Closes does so 
well. Davies makes no at¬ 
tempt to tell a story. His film 
is focused instead on a series 
of such moments in which 
the somber happiness of 
childhood is evoked rather 
than explained. 

As in Distant Voices, Still 
Lives, the English love of na¬ 
ture is reduced and rediscov¬ 
ered as the love for a particu¬ 
lar working-class street in 
Liverpool — the beauty of a 
sunset is registered as waning 
yellow light and long brown 
shadows across a shabby par¬ 
lor rug. To film The L^ng 
Day Closes, Davies worked 
with designer Christopher 
Hobbs to recreate the city 
block of his childhood, so that 
the claustrophobic set of 21 
houses divided by a cobbled 
street literally becomes a the¬ 
atre of memory. Cinematogra¬ 
pher Michael Coulter’s 
“painterly” style deepens the 
effect of a dim past recovered 
through time. 

Psychologically 

Exchangeable 

As anyone who’s lived 
long in a neighborhood 
knows, after a while interiors 
and exteriors become psycho¬ 
logically exchangeable. The 
familiar streets around one’s 
home become an extension of 
domestic space, while the life 
of the streets ebbs into the 
confines of one’s rooms. 
Davies doesn’t distinguish be¬ 
tween what happens on the 
street from what happens be¬ 
hind its dingy brick facades 
because the distinction’s irrel¬ 
evant: in his memory it’s all 
equally “inside.” In one mar¬ 
velous scene, the eleven-year- 
old Bud (Leigh McCormack) 
finds his family sitting around 
a table on Christmas Eve. As 
they greet him with “Happy 
Christmas, Bud,” the snow 
drifting from the dark sky 
outside falls softly into their 
cozy room as well. 

Neither Bud nor the rest of 
his family are much given to 
conversation, but what is lost 
in dialogue is recovered in a 
wealth of song. Music exerts 
a deeper pull on imagination 
than language; in the sympho¬ 
ny and the folk song, in the 
hymn and the show tune, our 
desires and dreams are in¬ 
scribed and may be recovered 
intact just by playing the mu¬ 


sic again. 

Indeed, the soundtracks of 
Davies’ films are as important 
as any character. When Bud’s 
mother (Marjorie Yates) sings 
“If I had my life to live over, 
I would still do the same 
things again,” we are hearing 
the single note of hope al¬ 
lowed in Davies’ work: that 
by being re-presented, the 
past — for all its disappoint¬ 
ment — is a perfect work of 
art, and for all its loss is final¬ 
ly life. 

But it is upon the slight 
figure of Bud that the elegiac 


weight of this film finally 
rests. Fortunately, Leigh Mc¬ 
Cormack is up to the task. 
His concentrated, curiously 
adult features are lovingly ob¬ 
served by the camera. Even 
in the midst of movement, he 
seems in repose, absorbing 
everything he sees, holding 
onto the precious present 
even as it escapes him. The 
effect is uncanny: Bud’s 
dreaminess seems almost 
mystical, reflecting meanings 
it can barely apprehend — 
which given the iconic struc¬ 
ture of Davies’ film is exactly 


as it should be. Neither a boy 
nor a man. Bud is the cipher 
that transfers the secrets of 
each to the other, and so on 
to us. 

Bud comes home from 
school one day to tell his 
mother, “If you shine a torch 
at the night sky, the light goes 
on forever.” As The Long 
Day Closes proves, this dis¬ 
covery is both beautiful and 
unspeakably sad. ▼

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Gay Games IV: Less Than A Year and a Lot of $ to Go

If you’re planning to partic¬ 
ipate in Gay Games IV, it’s 
not only time to get your 
training program started, it’s 
also time to start checking 
your piggy bank. 

With less than a year to go 
until the June 18 Opening 
Ceremonies of the 1994 New 
York Gay Games, interest in 
the mega-event is beginning 
to intensify. But many of 
those who have been training 
since the Vancouver Games 
ended in August 1990 are 
now wondering whether 
they’ll get to participate in 
Gay Games IV 

Their concerns are legiti¬ 
mate. New York organizers 
are expecting over 15,000 ath¬ 
letes to take part, making Gay 
Games IV the largest multi¬ 
sport and cultural event in 
the world. And for the first 
time in Gay Games history, 
the threat of too many entries 
may force organizers to alter 
who or how many athletes 
get to participate. 

According to Rick Peter¬ 
son, co-president of the Feder¬ 
ation of Gay Games, the goal 
for Gay Games IV is to be as 
“inclusive” as possible, and 
concerted efforts will be 


made to “increase the diversi¬ 
ty of participants. This in¬ 
cludes increased access to 
people of color, women, and 
representatives from tradi¬ 
tionally underrepresented 
countries, regions, and cities.” 

To accomplish this goal, an 
idea currently being proposed 
is to place a registration “cap” 
on each sport. When re^stra- 
tion forms become available 
in September 1993, entries 
will be accepted on a “first 
come-first served” basis 
through the initial registration 
period (ending Dec. 31) and 
up to the “registration cap” of 
85 percent (of capacity). Sup¬ 
posedly, New York organiz¬ 
ers will determine what the 
“capacity” for each sport will 
be, based on the facilities 
available. If entries arrive for 
a particular sport exceeding 
the 85 percent cap, a waiting 
list will be established. 

Then in January 1994, en¬ 
tries will be analyzed, and 
registration for sports that 
have not reached capacity 
will be reopened on Feb, 1. 
The 85 percent cap will be in¬ 
creased to 95 percent, accord¬ 
ing to Peterson, “in order to 
see if additional outreach to 
underrepresented groups has 
had an impact. TTie 95 per¬ 


cent cap will be removed on 
March 1, 1994, and registra¬ 
tion will officially close on 
March 31, 1994.” 

The problem of “too many 
athletes” comes mainly in 
team sports such as softball 
and volleyball, where Gay 
Games organizers have tradi¬ 
tionally run into problems 
finding available venues to 
host all the teams that want 
to play. There is a good possi¬ 
bility that those sports will 
begin competition prior to 
opening ceremonies in order 
to accommodate the expected 
crush of athletes/teams wish¬ 
ing to participate. 

All-Time High 

One thing that may help 
cut down on the number of 
p£u-ticipants is the cost of go¬ 
ing to the New York Gay 
Games. In addition to the ex¬ 
pense of traveling to New 
York and securing housing 
for the eight (or more) days of 
the Games, the entry fees will 
be at an all-time high, possi¬ 
bly double what they were 
for the 1990 Games. 

Peterson says to look for 
entry fees “in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $100 to $150, depend¬ 
ing on the sport.” He claims 
the high fees are to discour¬ 
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age people from registering 
for more than one sport. 

But at that price, in addi¬ 
tion to the other costs, poten¬ 
tial athletes may be prohibit¬ 
ed from entering any sport. A 
more logical approach might 
be to prohibit entry in more 
than one sport, unless the 
sports do not overlap. (For ex¬ 
ample, someone could enter

the triathlon if it’s run on 
Monday, and then do the 
marathon if it’s run, say, on 
Friday.) The current plan fi¬ 
nancially penalizes a majority 
of those who participate in 
the Games; that is, single 
sport athletes. 

^hedules for each sport 
will not be available until af¬ 
ter registration closes, mak¬ 
ing it impossible to know if 
competing in one sport will 


conflict with competing in an¬ 
other. Previous Gay Games 
have proven that it is virtual¬ 
ly impossible to schedule all 
the sports so they do not 
overlap. 

The finalized roster of 
sports at Gay Games IV con¬ 
sists of aerobics, badminton, 
basketball, billiards, bowling, 
cycling, diving, figure skating, 
flag football, golf, ice hockey, 
in-line skating (example: 
rollerblades), judo, marathon, 
martial arts, physique, power- 
lifting, racquetball, soccer, 
softbdl (slow pitch and wom¬ 
en’s fast pitch), sport climb¬ 
ing, squash, swimming, table 
tennis, tennis, track and field, 
triathlon, volleyball, water 
polo, and wrestling. 

Team San Francisco has 
already implemented a plan 
to help athletes defray the 
costs of going to Gay Games 
IV. Those interested in find¬ 
ing out more about the TSF 
Athletes Fund program 
should contact Team San 
Francisco, 2215-R Market 
Street, No. 519, San Francis¬ 
co, CA 94114-1612. TSF has 
already announced its travel 
and housing package in con¬ 
junction with Winship Travel; 
deposits are now being taken. 
And Gay Games IV registra¬ 
tion packets will be available 
through TSF sports represen¬ 
tatives in September (as they 
become available). ▼

A merican Revolution¬ 
ary writer and essay¬ 
ist Thomas Paine 
was punished for his 
radical thoughts and words. 
And while porn star Thom 
Payne’s sexual activities in 
his latest video, Payne in the 
Ass, are not revolutionary, 
his bubble butt does get quite 
a liberating punishment. 

Payne (a.k.a. Tom Katt) 
has a body to savor — thick 
and bulging with muscles, a 
dog face with bright eyes and 
a winning smile. His vora¬ 
cious appetite for dick is fully 
documented in this tape, in 
which the hunky dude gets 
fucked not once, not twice, 
but four times by different 
guys. 

While the quality of the 
taping is unimaginative (the 
usual poolside, LA backyard 
stuff), the fact that a guy with 
this huge of a body — usually 
a dumb, grunting, unreceptive 
top type — is a versatile, hun- 
gry-holed homo, is amusing 
and satisfying to watch. 

Interspersed throughout 
are cute monologues by 
Payne, who talks in a South¬ 
ern twang about his sex-filled 
visit to LA and the “gay cele¬ 
bration” while sitting on a 
sofa in an open robe stroking 
his hose. You can’t help but 
be charmed by this thick-bod¬ 
ied bud. His looks have 
changed from some scenes in 
which his hair is shorter and 
he appears younger. The solo 
scene shows his face to be 
thicker, either from cheek im¬ 
plants or a touch of steroids. 
It’s the younger, boyish Payne 
that is more appealing. 

He has a problem getting 
hard, as do the boys he 
boinks, but once things get 
under way and Payne discov¬ 
ers “what it’s like to get 
fucked,” dicks get stiff and 
the sperm flies. There’s not 
enough attention paid to 
Payne’s body in toto — no full- 


body licking, little rimming 
(disappointing, considering 
how full and bulbous his gluts 
are), and only a minimum of 
deep tongue-kissing. 

Each scene is short and 
sweet. Payne prefers doggie- 
style. This showcases his ass 
while the muscles wiggle 
with each hit against his butt 
by his pole-pounding pals, all 
of them less muscular and 
less engaging than our star. 

The best scene is with 
Latino Fox calendar model 
Tony Bronco. Payne takes it 
missionary style here, his 
thick legs thrown back in 
abandon. The plowing is full 
of flexing lats and abs, ener¬ 
gy, verve, passion, tattoos. 
This is pornography! 

A three-way with Tony 
Belmonte and Randy Mixer 
has its merits, especially 
when the hungry Payne at¬ 
tempts a two hot-dog lunch 
with the duo. The scene 
achieves full sproing status 
when Payne becomes a two- 
way fuck machine for his two 
lanky hosts. There’s nothing 
like a muscle-bound slut-pig 
on your back porch to bright¬ 
en a day. 

If Thom Payne types make 
you pop, Payne in the Ass is 
a must-see, despite its occa¬ 
sional technical tedium.

Imagination is the title of 
Forum Studio’s latest, but un¬ 
fortunately, very little of it 
was used to make this tire¬ 
some fuck flick. 

A laughable monologue 
about “a director using his 
creative talents” is heard over 
scenes of the young faux-di¬ 
rector Chuck Barron taking a 
swim in his LA pool with his 
undies on. Not even a close- 
up of those wet ones? No, we 
move on to predictable office 
scenes and endless phone 
chat of the tedious type. 


Praise Priapns for the gift of 
fast forward. 

Using the worn-out 
premise of the video within a 
video, the young director sits 
in his office and makes a lot 
of phone calls while trying to 
round up a corral of whores 
for his opus. 

On his office TV is an 
okay scene between the huge 
and dumb Blade Thompson 
and the thin yet hung Alex 
Carrington. Glory hole inanity 
(would you, even in your 
most passionate moments, get 
fucked on the floor of a toi¬ 
let?) becomes sodomite’s de¬ 
light as big Blade straddles 
Alex’s immensity.

Life in the Fast Lane 

Lean and Mean: The No-Hassle, Life-Extending Weight Loss Program for Men 
by Morton H. Shaevitz, Ph.D.; G.P. Putnam's Sons, $17.95

A ccording to the au¬ 
thor, what makes this 
diet book different is 
that it’s targeted at 
fast-paced executive men who 
are out of shape and eat all 
the wrong foods because their 
lives revolve around 12-hour 
days, business lunches, confer¬ 
ences, and extensive travel. 
In my opinion, however, what 
makes this book different is 
that it makes an incredibly in¬ 
teresting study in gender 
stereotypes. 

According to Shaevitz, 
when men look for diet help, 
it’s hard to find. Apparently, 
diet books are written with 
women readers in mind with 
“half the pages devoted to 
calories, complicated ‘ex¬ 
change’ food plans, low-calo¬ 
rie shopping and cooking, and 
massive numbers of low-fat, 
high-fiber, low-cholesterol, 
low-salt recipes including how 
food should ‘look’ on the 
plate,’’ which men tell him is 
“irrelevant and boring.’’ But I 


personally know just as many 
men who cook low-fat meals 
and count calories as women 
who are more likely to eat 
out than prepare a meal for 
themselves at home. 

That point made. I’d like 
to move on to the chapter

“For the Women Who Lx)ve 
Them’’ for more gender infor¬ 
mation. Did you know that 
though “most men hate being 
fat,’’ they “hate diet books, 
diet food, diet programs, and 
dieting, admitting they have a 
problem, and being told what 
to do”? Is Shaevitz inferring 
that women love any of the 
above? And among the “sug¬ 
gestions” for the wives or sig¬ 


nificant others of these men is 
to get rid of any junk food or 
basically anything not sanc¬ 
tioned by the diet that might 
be lying around. In other 
words, girls, you don’t get to 
eat cookies anymore either 
because Dr. Shaevitz seems 
to believe that these men are 
totally out of control. 

I’m surprised that Shaevitz 
would encourage what 
amounts to co-dependent 
behavior on the part of the 
spouse — in this case dumping 
the cookies instead of pouring 
the liquor down the drain. 
After all, as he emphasizes in 
other parts of the book, one 
can only give suggestions to 
the dieter. Ultimately, it is up 
to him to follow through or 
not. 

Gender stereotypes aside, 
the advice given in this book 
regeu-ding diet is relatively 
sound. The author suggests 
an overall reduction in fats as 
well as an increase in com¬ 
plex carbs as the path to a 
leaner body, coupled with car¬ 
diovascular exercise up to six

Taylor, a Sam Shepard type, 
and the two get naked in the 
office, unimaginatively jack¬ 
ing off on the desk and then 
fucking. It’s okay, as are their 
thin yet attractive bodies. 

Unfortunately, every scene 
is bracketed with inane porn 
industry dialogue, including 
some with “guest star” Gino 
Colbert, a.k.a. Sam Shad, ad¬ 
equate director of other flicks. 
Like we care. When will 
these people realize that we, 
as consumers and watchers, 
don’t give a flying fuck what 
goes on behind-the-scenes, 
Brechtian anti-theatricalism 
be damned. 

Even the outtakes at the 
video’s end are boring, except 
for a few moments: the flim¬ 
sy, fake glory hole wall falling 
while Blade sucks Alex’s 
cock; Carrington, as he gets 
the first dick shove from 
Thompson, commanding, “Be 
gentle! I was gentle with 
you!”; Carrington telling the 
director that he’d better not 
go to another shot “not where 
I’m going!” as he proceeds to 
ejaculate. 

But these small bits of wit 
do not a worthy rental make. 
Imagination has none.

All the action in A Few 
Fresh Men takes place on 
cheesy sets supposed to repre¬ 
sent a frat house, where 
sodomy and oral copulation 
thrive. After interviewing our 
cast of characters, pug-nosed, 
muscley frat queen Derek 
Cruise (too much hair goo, 
girl!) gets seduced by a randy 
nerd pledge who has an okay 
bod (no “match the face with 
the fake name” graphics, so 
we cannot tell you who does 
what to whom).

In the basement, a diminu¬ 
tive pup seduces big bonered 
B.J. Slater, and the two en¬ 
gage in sucking and fucking. 
Little pup’s locks fall, and he 
begins to look cuter as his 
face flushes from the thor¬ 
ough screw he gets from 
Slater’s above-average pole. 

At a later poker game, 
three guys relate their bud’s 
basement exploits, which gets 
them inspired for some strip 
poking.

While this is great advice, 
I wonder if he’s not expecting 
too much from his target au¬ 
dience. These are the same 
men who have no time to 
cook for themselves or edu¬ 


cate themselves about food. 
Where will they find the time 
(or motivation) to walk/run/cy¬ 
cle an hour a day? 

Le^ and Mean does ad¬ 
dress two very important as¬ 
pects of dieting — elimination 
of stress-eating euid control of 
alcohol consumption — which 
I assume come out of the doc¬ 
tor’s experience with eating 
disorders. To eliminate stress¬ 
eating, one must first identify 
what sets it off. 

Check Your Tail 

In a chapter entitled 
“Who’s Pinching Your Tail? 
The Stress-Eating Syn¬ 
drome,” some sound advice in 
achieving this goal is given. 
The origin of the title is inter¬ 
esting. It refers to a study of 
rats in which a small clip-like

device was attached to their 
tails. When pressure was ap¬ 
plied via the clips, most of the 
rats began to deal with the 
“stress” by eating. Once in a 
while, however, a rat would 
respond by attending to his 
tail instead. In other words, if 
we are the type that responds 
to stress by eating, we must 
learn to identify the sources 
of our stress and deal with 
them, not pig out. 

“Booze,” the chapter de¬ 


voted to alcohol consumption, 
explains why it’s virtually im¬ 
possible to lose weight if you 
drink a lot and difficult to 
maintain your idecJ weight 
as well. Besides being a con¬ 
centrated source of calories, 
alcohol also lowers your 
blood sugar level, inhibits fat 
metabolism, and affects your 
judgment and ability to make 
good food choices. Skipping 
the alcohol during the weight- 
loss phase, followed by con¬ 
trolled drinking (no more 
than two per day) during the 
maintenance phase, is sug¬ 
gested. 

This book offers some 


good advice on how to eat 
well but smart in restaurants 
and how to plan ahead for 
cocktail parties and business 
trips. And while you or I 
might take this kind of plan¬ 
ning for granted, there are a 
lot of people out there who 
still need to hear this in what¬ 
ever way they can, and target¬ 
ing life-in-the-fast-lane execu¬ 
tives makes sense because, 
apparently, they really need 
the help. 

In fact, the statistics for 
American men are alarming. 
In 1988, the National Center 
for Health Statistics reported 
that more than 25 million 


American men are clinically 
obese, which means that they 
are at least 20 percent above 
their ideal body weight. An¬ 
other 10 to 15 million men 
are simply heavier than 
they’d like to be. 

According to the author, 
men who earn more than 
$50,000 annually are more 
than twice as likely to be 
obese than women who earn 
more than $50,000 annually 
(25.9 percent vs. 12.7 percent). 
And men with more than 12 
years of education are almost 
twice as likely to be obese 
than women with more than 
12 years of education (23.5 


percent vs. 14.8 percent). 
Thus, the more a man earns, 
the better educated he is, the 
more likely he is to be obese. 

As sick as I sometimes get 
of climbing on the “healthy 
lifestyle” soapbox, statistics 
such as those above remind 
me why it’s important to 
keep getting the message out. 
Actually, I don’t even mind 
that Dr. Shaevitz treats his 
male target population as if 
they are unique. If thinking 
they are special and need to 
be treated differently will 
help them get that weight off, 
more power to them — and 
him. ▼
